In the last years, a substantial political DIY 
punk scene has developed in many South 
and Central American countries. There are 
many bands, zines as well as political activi- 
ties, much the same as what is happening 
in Europe or the US. However, most people 
aren't aware of what is going on in these 
places. Admittedly, the largest problem is 
overcoming the language barrier. There's a 
lot of communciation and networking in 
South America but not much to non-Span- 
ish speaking countries. Profane Existence 
tries to overcome this by reporting as much 
as possible about events taking place and 
we always need more direct contributions to 
the zine from people in these countries. It's 
hard not to notice that most of the focus in 
the world-wide scene revolves around Ameri- 
can or English bands. This is partially due to 
their possibilities of getting hold of resources 
to make records, zines, etc.To develop our 
scene into atruely international one, we have 
to keep in mind that there are people out 
there with things to say but don't have the 
money to let their voices be heard. Because 
of the economic situation, recording any kind 
of material becomes a large problem. To at 



least help out in this sphere, we are making 
an effort to collect money to buy recorders 
to be sent to South America. This will hope- 
fully help in giving the DIY punk scene a more 
international focus and enable bands from 
these countries to record their material and 
make it available to the rest of the world. The 
aim of this project is to raise money for the 
purchase of several 4-Track-Recorders, to 
be sent to South America. At this point, the 
first 3 recorders are to go to Brazil, Bolivia 
and Mexico. They will be given to respon- 
sible, dedicated DIY projetes and/or people 
to ensure that everbody in the DIY scene will 
be able to use them. 

The Profane Existence Network supports this 
project. Please get in touch if you have some 
money to donate and want to show your soli- 
darity with other punks who aren't as finan- 
cial well off as many punks in the inappropri- 
ately called First World. The money will be 
passed on to Martin, singer of Los Crudos , 
the original instigator of this idea. He will 
make sure that the recorders will reach their 
destinations. We will publish the amount of 
money raised by this benefit and where the 


recorders have gone as soon as everything 
is done.

LET THE GAMES BEGIN! 



Anti-fascist Prisoners Squatting Solidarity Police Brutality Punk 
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Mpls. Cops Brutalize Zapatista Supporters 
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WhHe the agrarian background of the Zapatatistas 
^ excludes participation in the Urban Olympics, pro-Zapatista 
importers make a strong de-facto showing at this summers 1 events. 


Nine Protesters were arrested in Minneapo- 
lis on Friday, June 19th, during a peaceful dem- 
onstration in support of democracy and demilitari- 
zation in the state of Chiapas, Mexico. 

The demonstration was held outside the 
Hyatt Regency Hotel in downtown Minneapolis 
where Riordan Roett, director of Latin American 
Studies at Johns Hopkins University, was giving a 
presentation for the Minnesota Internatinal 
Center’s fund-raiser. In 1995, Roett was an advi- 
sor to Chase Manhattan Bank when he authored 
a memo advising the president of Mexico, Ernesto 
Zedillo, that military force to quell the Zapatista 
uprising in the Mexican state of Chiapas would be 
necessary to maintain the security of US invest- 
ments in Mexico. 

“While Chiapas, in our opinion, does not pose a 
fundamental threat to Mexican political stability, it 
is perceived to be so by many in the investment 
community. The government will need to elimi- 
nate the Zapatistas to demonstrate their effective 
control of the national territory and of security 
policy.” 

Approximately 75 people attended Friday’s 
demonstration on Nicollet Mall in downtown Min- 
neapolis. The demo included speakers, chants, 
and traditional Aztec dancers. Buses, taxis, and 
other morning traffic were greeted by colorful ban- 
ners, signs and leaflets explaining the connection 
between Wall Street and the current violence in 
Chiapas. 

The demonstration was interrupted when 
Minneapolis Police ordered the removal of the 
sound system bing used by the MC to counter the 
noise of downtown traffic. The police threatened 
to confiscate the equipment, claiming that a license 
was necessary to use amplified sound, yet offic- 
ers where unable to prove specifics of the sound 
ordinance and did not have any kind of device to 
measure the decibel level of the system. Luckily, 
the resourceful protesters had a bullhorn and the 
demonstration continued. 

When the scheduled demonstration came to

an end around 9am, approximately 25 people 
decided to attempt to enter the Hyatt through a 
connecting skyway, near the conference room 
where Riordan Roett was speaking. The protest- 
ers were met at the doors of the Hyatt by a secu- 
rity guard who denied them entrance into the ho- 
tel, and informed them that police were on their 
way upstairs. When more police arrived in the 
skyway, protesters were asked to leave. The pro- 
testers began a slow retreat while continuing to 
chant and discuss their cause with the police. The 
skyway became more congested as more and 
more officers arrived, including two who blocked 
the nearest exit door. One of the retreating pro- 
testers was engaged in a heated political discus- 
sion with officers when he was told he was going 
to be ‘taken downtown’. At that point the protester 
held his hands out to be handcuffed. After hand- 
cuffing him, police began roughing him up. The 
protester was practicing non-violent, non-coopera- 
tion, when a police officer put him in a choke hold 
which rendered him unconcious. 

Meanwhile, other officers attempted to block 
video taping by forming a police line of bodies and 
signs (confiscated from the demonstrators). The 
protester with the video camera was asked by 
police to hand over the camera. When she re- 
fused, the camera was batted out of her hand and 
she was thrown to the ground by an officer. When 
there was no longer a threat of video footage, 
police escalated the violence. Officers began at- 
tacking protesters with their fists, throwing people 
to the ground and against walls. At this time, the 
police officers who had been blocking the exit 
shouted for people to leave and threatened them 
with mace. During this commotion, 8 protesters 
were violently pinned to the ground and hand- 
cuffed. Police kept the handcuffed youth in the 
skyway for approximately 10 minutes, spouting 
verbal abuse and laughing amongst themselves. 
The ninth person arrested had already left the hotel 
and was outside unlocking her bike when two of- 
ficers grabbed her arms and placed her in hand- 
cuffs. She was also verbally abused as the offic- 
ers dragged her to a squad car. Two of the ar- 


rested protesters continued to offer non-violent, 
non-cooperation and police were forced to carry 
them from the skyway and out of the hotel. All 
nine arrested were eventually placed in a paddy 
wagon and taken to the Hennepin Adult Deten- 
tion Center where they were held on probable 
cause of Inciting Riot and Obstruction with Force. 
Two were held in solitary confinement for arbitrary 
reasons. Five of the protesters were released af- 
ter 42 hours, the remaining four were freed eight 
hours later. 

Although the press and local media had 
recieved press releases informing them of the 
demonstration, they didn’t deem the event news- 
worthy enough to cover until police scanners indi- 
cated that there had been arrests. 

The nine protesters are currently awaiting 
charges and court dates.

ARYAN NATIONS CONFRONTED IN IDAHO 


WHILE PACIFIST WHINERS TURN THEIR BACKS TO REALITY

On July 18, 80 year-old Richard Butler 
(founder of the Hayden, Idaho based Aryan 
Nations) got his wish of having a parade in 
downtown Coeur dAlene, Idaho. Butler and 
his 92 marchers walked the parade route 
which was about a mile for a little under an 
hour under heavy police protection. 

The hundreds of protesters that at- 
tended showed their opposition in ways rang- 
ing from turning their back to the march, to 
running into the street and throwing rocks. 
People were shouting chants such as 
“Smash the nazi scum!” towards the racists 
and things such as “Cops and Klan go hand 
and hand!” to their bodyguards in blue. The 
protesters far outnumbered the bigots, who 
were obviously intimidated by such a huge 
presence. 

On an upsetting note, hundreds of 
“activists” decided to drive to Spokane, 
Washington to have a human rights rally, 
claiming that the only way to stop the racists 
is to ignore them. I watched footage of this 
event and it seems that almost the whole rally 
was to badmouth the people who were out 
there on the streets trying to make a differ- 
ence. Still, in this community, when people 
find out that someone went to that march to

protest, they start throwing out insults. 

Cops were called out from all over 
the state, they arrested 22 people including 
myself. One protester was dragged down the 
street by his hair to an awaiting van. I told 
the police to stop beating on a protester, and 
20 min later, I received a stick in my stom- 
ach and was told not to tell them what to do 
and then I was arrested. I was then charged 
with obstructing an officer (ha ha). Only four 
of the people arrested were racists. On a 
surprising note, the racists were for the most 


part peaceful, and not so surprising is the 
fact that the police caused more violence 
than the nazis. 

In the aftermath of this event, 
people in this small resort town still refuse to 
believe that we have a problem with racists 
in North Idaho. The people who do believe 
it is a problem take an ostrich approach and 
bury their heads in the sand. As long as we 
have so many people who refuse that rac- 
ism is, indeed a problem, then we will never 
be able to act on a solution.

Just A Few Days In Spring 



Leipzig, Germany was the site of much activ- 
ity at the end of April. On the last weekend of 
the month, an attempt was made to get into 
the Guiness Book of Records by squatting as 
many houses as possible within a 24 hour 
time period. The actions were planned to give 
a boost to the squatting movement that has 
been heavily in decline for the last years, as 
well as mobilise people for the upcoming May 
Day when a fascist party were supposed to 
hold a large rally in town. City maps with a list 
of 1000 empty houses were prepared and 
handed out. There is an official police doc- 
trine in Germany that says that the cops won't 
tolerate new squats longer than 24 hours. The 
goal was to break this rule by having so many 
new squats that the cops wouldn't have time 
to evict everything. Flyers were sent out to 
squatting contacts throughout Germany, as 
well as to other countries like Holland, Italy, 
Poland and Czech Republic, hoping to get as 
many people as possible into town. Things 
started on Friday morning at 10 with the first 
squats and until 5 PM the number had risen 
to 40, with the cops running all over town to 
evict many of these. Because many people 
from out of town participated, there was no 
interest to get into a battle with the pigs over 
a house that nobody was wanting to stay in, 
afterwards. In addition, it would have been 
necessary to have many people to defend a 
house in a militant way, but the concept was 


geared more towards decentralized actions 
of many small groups of people. In some 
places, short street battles broke out as the 
cops tried to shut down those parts of town 
where a lot of squatters and punks live. In the 
early hours of the night, about 80 houses were 
reported to be squatted, 33 of them were 
evicted. At this point, the tragic highlight of 
the events happened: one of the squatters 
fell from a window to his death. Many people 
were shocked, angry, frustrated, etc. Adding 
to the misery were the first organized attacks 
of the local nazis who had gotten wind of the 
activities and wanted to give the cops a help- 
ing hand. There were several assaults on 2 
squats with the nazis being driven back, but 
the houses were abandoned because things 
could have turned out not as lucky. The next 
day, a few new houses were squatted but the 
momentum was gone, partially because of the 
death. A day later, no houses were reported 
to be squatted and most of the out-of-towners 
started their return trips. 

Many days before May Day, the planned dem- 
onstration of the fascist NPD (National-Demo- 
cratic Party) made national headlines. In the 
last years, various fascist organizations have 
tried to organize demonstrations on May Day 
but the demos are regularly banned or have 
to be held “in secret” in small towns. This time 
things were a bit different, the NPD had an- 


nounced that they were expecting 10000- 
15000 participants, a number that would en- 
sure it to be the largest neo-nazi gathering in 
Germany after World War II. The local authori- 
ties tried to ban the demonstration but be- 
cause the NPD is an officially approved po- 
litical party (they never make any outright nazi 
statements!) they have the right for a rally 
since election time is around the corner. In 
the end, they were allowed to have a rally in 
front of a War Memorial but their demonstra- 
tion through a working class area of Leipzig 
was banned because of potential distur- 
bances. Seeing as the right wing was going 
to use this opportunity to show off it's their 
strength, anti fascist groups, in a coalition with 
many mainstream political groups, initiated a 
nation-wide mobilisation to prevent the nazi 
rally. The traditional May Day demo in Berlin 
was rescheduled from 1 PM to 6 PM to en- 
able people to go to nearby Leipzig and still 
make it back to the main event in Berlin. It 
has always been a problem to get large num- 
bers of people to demos to other cities. To 
uphold strength in numbers, large transport 
buses are usually rented and then taken in 
convoy to the destination so that you can have 
300-500 people going together. Unfortunately, 
the police have adapted to this tactic: a re- 
cent convoy to an anti-fascist demonstration 
was stopped by police on the highway. Nev- 
ertheless, bus convoys from several cities in 



German Action Report 


Germany were organized and over 5000 
people were present in Leipzig to oppose the 
fascists. With about 6000 cops on duty, they 
tried to shut down all access roads to the city 
one day earlier, but more than enough people 
managed to get there anyways. Most of the 
nazis were driven to the rally point in a bus 
convoy, too. The cops had closed down all 
roads to the War Memorial, only letting in the 
facists. The goal of the anti fascists was to 
get to this square and stop the rally. Riot 
Squads with water cannons were stationed 
in a ring around the area and had to fight 
pitched battles with angry demonstrators try- 
ing to get at the fascists. The main fighting 
concentrated around the only access road the 
police had left open for the arriving fascists. 
A decently sized crowd of anti fascists gath- 
ered along the road and attacked both cops 
and fascists, seriously destroying about 30- 
40 buses and a good number of police cars. 
In addition, many fascists were attacked and 
beaten on their way to the buses. All in all, it 
was a relatively sucessful day in terms of 
showing opposition to the ugly cancer of fas- 
cism, although the NPD got national head- 
lines for a few days. On a curious sidenote, 
the anti-fascist convoy from Berlin, number- 
ing about 500 people in half a dozen buses, 


were followed on their way back to the May 
Day Demo in Berlin by police helicopters. The 
cops in Berlin had decided that they weren't 
letting people join the demo so an ambush 
on the highway near Berlin was planned with 
several hundred cops waiting for the buses. 
Getting wind of this through mobile phones, 
the buses split off, trying to get into Berlin from 
various directions. Two of the buses secretly 
dropped off people near a train station and 
continued their journey. A while later, the 
buses were stopped by police who were ex- 
tremely embarrassed to find them empty! 
HaHa! Meanwhile, the demo in Berlin with 
about 8000 participants got under way but the 
cops repeatedly provoked things by charging 
into the demo and beating demonstrators. 
After several people were seriously injured in 
such attacks, the organizers of the demo de- 
cided to officially close the demo. What hap- 
pened was that several thousand people were 
left standing in the streets, so after a few 
warm-up minutes, the largest riot of the last 
few years got into swing. With angry attacks 
on the cops, looting, and general mayhem it 
took the cops until the late hours to restore 
order in the area. Unfortunately, there were 
over 300 arrests and a large number of in- 
jured demonstrators. (Y@hoo) 


Gold Medal 
Awarded for 
Nazi Beatings 
in St. Paul 

Members of the neo-Nazi organization the 
National Socialist Movement had planned to 
hold a "national white unity meeting" on the 
weekend of April 18-19 at hotel in Golden 
Valley, a suburb of Minneapolis. But their 
plans were shattered when the hotel own- 
ers cancelled the event after learned the 
nature of the gathering, which boasted an 
appearance by WAR (White Aryan Resis- 
tance) leader Tom Metzger. The gathering 
was being organized in secrecy by the fas- 
cists, but were exposed by infiltrators within 
their ranks, and demonstrations against the 
gathering were organized by Anti-Racist Ac- 
tion and other area antifascists. 

On Saturday, April 18 the Nazis called 
a press conference to whine about their "vio- 
lated" civil liberties to the media. Antifas- 
cists protestors got wind of the event, which 
was to take place in front of the Federal 
Courthouse in downtown St. Paul, and hast- 
ily assembled to kick the fascists off the 
streets. History has taught all too much 
about Nazi's respect for civil liberties and the 
protestors were not about to hear their pa- 
thetic bleating. The dozen or so brown- 
shirted, swastika flag waving buffoons were 
met by more than 100 angry antifascist ac- 
tivists. The Nazis beat a hasty retreat after 
being completely drowned out by the dem- 
onstrators' chants and receiving an un- 
healthy dose of loose phlegm and the odd 
projectile. What followed was a complete 
rout of the fascists as the swastika flags were 
confiscated and the poles turned into weap- 
ons to beat both the Nazis and their vehicles. 
A second, late arriving group of Aryan war- 
riors was also given the same treatment and 
left under the protection of the police who 
had just arrived on the scene. One Nazi 
bonehead and one demonstrator were ar- 
rested as a result from this second incident. 

Once again, careful planning and orga- 
nizing by anti-racists activists had kept the 
Nazi scum from holding an event in the Twin 
Cities. Efforts to expose the fascist organi- 
zations must be strongly supported in order 
to prevent them from growing in our com- 
munities. Three cheers to Anti-Racist Ac- 
tion and all of those who showed up to kick 
the bastards from our streets!

Highdays for the Gent Squat-Movement 


What was supposed to become a sad episode in 
the history of the Gent squat-movement, has 
eventually resulted into something that later prob- 
ably will be marked as The Highdays of the Gent 
Squat-Movement 1 . Yes indeed, the 'Hogepont' 
has been evicted but not without putting on the 
big means and a big horde of riot-cops. The 
.'Schelderatten 1 and their friends didn't keep quiet 
after the eviction. Meanwhile already two build- 
ings (one owned by the community and another 
complex that the community-council wants to de- 
molish) have been squatted. In the following ar- 
ticle we try to describe chronologically the events 
of the weeks around the eviction. Momentarily 
(May ’98) the Gent-agglomeration counts five 
squatted buildings (including two complexes: the 
'Boma' and the newly squatted 'Franse Vaart'). 

January '98 

Mid January the inhabitants of the squats at the 
Hogepontstraat and Scheldekaai received the 
message that they had to leave their buildings 
by February 1 6th. At that moment the demolition 
of the squats is supposed to start. About two and 
half years ago the Hogepontstraat 48 was squat- 
ted and a while later the neighboring factory-com- 
plex along the Scheldekaai (opposite to the 
Vlaamse Kaai) was taken as well. Soon a weekly 
'people's kitchen' (potluck), a rehearsal room for 
several bands, a sports-room, an exchange- 
shop, a vegetable- and herbs-garden were in- 
stalled, and about monthly a concert or festival 
was organized. The Hogepont developed in the 
course of two years into an international meet- 
ing place, an autonomous complex, where dif- 
ferent people lived in a self-determined, alterna- 
tive way. The support and dedication of many 
people and organizations opened new perspec- 
tives and opportunities... It remains possible to 
create our own world, outside of society - where 
everything is fixed and predestined, to just be 
consumed, without consultation, fantasy or iden- 
tity. They decide over our heads how we have to 
spend our time neatly within the boundaries of 
the system, to pull all power towards them and 
keep it. Environment, nature and humankind is 
sacrificed for the profits of a few moguls. Like 
those who speculate with residential quarters and 
reduce living to something prestigious and prac- 
tical. At this moment, the squat of the 
Schelderatten in Gentbrugge is evicted 
to be demolished. This just to serve 
one of the many prestigious projects 
that are being real- ized since 
few years - 
c I a I I y 
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the most important approach-roads and the ring. 
The social tower-flats come after the destruction, 
street-life changes, typical neighborhoods are be- 
ing churned up and transformed into concrete 
boxes of bricks. Squatting is, and remains, a de- 
nunciation against the social ghettos and bun- 
ker-flats as the solution for the housing short- 
age. 

The city of Gent is the new owner of the big- 
gest part of this quarter. One by one the houses 
were expropriated or just bought, some buildings 
were empty for years after the inhabitants were 
'driven out’, many times the sites remain empty 
long after the demolition. Those who dare to liti- 
gate, soon notice that, once the administrative ‘ 
merry-go-round is behind them, justice is on the 
side of the institutions. The right to have a roof 
over your head is subordinate to the interests of 
the building-companies and their contracts... 
Meanwhile the eviction-methods of institutions 
like the social welfare department or the com- 
munity-council are already known (e.g. in Octo- 
ber '94 during the eviction of the Slinkemolen). 
Besides the usual police-repression a group of 
squatters also gets marginalized and criminalized 
as action group via the bourgeois and conserva- 


February 5th '98 

The press gets notified with the following fax: 
"Press-statement Eviction 'Hogepont'- Squat 
(Scheldekaai 36, Hogepontstraat 48, Gent): 

Is this finally it? After two and a half years we 
can go. Thanks to the unceasing efforts of the 
Gent Community-Council we can leave our slums 
to make place for beautiful new apartment-blocks 
where indeed a thousand people can live. There's 
even gonna be a lawn for the little dogs! We, the 
present inhabitants, are all very grateful to the 
governors who will save us from more evil. Also 
to the contractors and their fearless troops. With- 
out them no party! 

So let's all celebrate the day of liberation on 
Monday February 16th, at the latest(!), a little 
party that we and those mentioned above will 
remember for a while (for those who don't know 
yet: on February 16th our houses are being de- 
molished). 

We're not interested in their compromises, 
won't leave our houses because they tell us to. 
We, inhabitants and sympathizers of the build- 
ings at the Hogepontstraat and Scheldekaai re- 
sist in a playful way against the state-violence 
and promise to make things as difficult as pos-

tive media. The inhabitants of the buildings and 
sympathizers of the squatters of the 
Hogepontstraat and Scheldekaai intent to make 
things as difficult as possible for the authorities 
while snatching the free territory. 

End of January, beginning of February the 
demolition will start. People are working day and 
night to turn the Hogepont into a fortress. The 
ramparts are being fortified and the living-space 
is turned into a bunker. People chose for a con- 
cept in which an occupation group of squatters 
and sympathizers remains inside during the evic- 
tion. This as a trial to postpone the eviction as 
long as possible. It's been decided that no vio- 
lence will be used. All windows are barricaded 
with heavy joists and welded radiators. Extra steal 
hatches are being placed to force the cops to go 
through different layers while breaking an entry. 
A huge pirate-flag is hoisted on the roof.

The actipn of the FAM makes 
it clear that the whole action-movement in Gent 
is concerned about the eviction of the Hogepont. 
In contrast, the crowd from many different cities 
and countries that usually comes to the Hogepont 
for concerts, stays away massively. One of the 
few minuses during these action-weeks. 

February 16th 98 

Monday February 16th (8.15 a.m.), the head of 
the technical department of the city Mr. Warchal, 
the demolition-team, the contractor and 
Electrabel (electricity-company) were standing in 
front of the fortified walls of our squat. After some 
deliberation between the squatters and those 
mentioned above, the unwanted visitors slunk off 
with the promise to undertake juridical action. Will 
this mean an expulsion-order? 

After telephone contact with the 
head of the cabinet of the mayor, Mr. 

Van Massenhove r it appeared that 
this one wasn't very pleased with the 
fact that we were still occupying the 
squats and hadn't left them. Accord- 
ing to him, there was an 'agreement' 
between both parties. During former 
deliberations however it appeared 
each time that he finds the demands 
of the squatters 'un-negotiable' and 
he gives only his own directions. An 
equivalent alternative building is out 
of the question. We have never 
promised to leave the buildings af- 
ter a month’s notice. The only con- 
cession Mr. Van Massenhove ever 
did, concerned the announcing (a 
month before) of the date of the start 
of the demolition. To go short: there's 
no way of communicating with this 
man. 

February 17th '98 

Nobody knows that today, Antoon 
De Schrijver, president of the 'Court of First In- 
stance' passes a sentence concerning the 
Hogepont and the squatters there. The petition 
states the following: "The claim can only be 
brought by unilateral request because the iden- 
tity of the squatters is unknown, and because 
they totally refuse to reveal their identity in all 
contacts. Besides, there are indications that the 
composition of the group regularly changes." 

February 18th ’98 

Eviction of the Hogepont tomorrow? This morn- 
ing at 9.30 a.m. a letter was pushed under the 
door of the squatted building at the 
Hogepontstraat (Gent). It appeared to be the 
signed sentence of the ’Court of First Instance' 
that stated that we had to leave the building 24 
hours after this had been signed. This proves that 
the juridical system does work when money is 
involved. 

During the only contact the Schelderatten had 
with the cabinet of the mayor, we clearly de- 
manded that we* would get a replacing living- 
space. Something that seems entirely within the 
possibilities of the community-council to us, re- 
garding the (still!) big list of empty buildings. Since 
this appears to be out of the question again, we 


refuse to cooperate in any way. It should be evi- 
dent that an approaching eviction is something 
we are told about, not a favor that is granted to 
us. If the community-council seriously thinks that 
we will fuck off at their command and describes 
it even as a 'promise' we made, we can only con- 
clude that they try to cover their arse. 

More on the sentence of the court... The city 
was represented by barrister Tom Balthazar (the 
son of governor Balthazar) on the trial of the 
'Court of First Instance'. Let no-one ever ask this 
pig to represent him/her after an action. The sen- 
tence is full of irregularities. Again the squatters 
(who remain anonymous) were not heard in any 
way or told about the trial. The number of the 
house isn't even stated in this sentence. It was 
delivered by a bailiff who didn't even try to hand 
it to someone in person. It was pushed under a

barricaded door and could have been taken away 
by any passerby. It was found by a squatter, who'd 
seen the bailiff walking on the street from the roof- 
top. Stuck-up arseholes like this do get noticed 
in the neighborhood of a squat... 

On February 1 8th the last barricade is raised. 
The Hogepont is ready for the struggle. 

February 19th *98 

9.30 a.m.: The hour of the eviction. Nothing hap- 
pens. No police in the neighborhood. The press 
slowly slinks off. A bit more than 30 people are 
inside the Hogepont. Journalists report that de- 
liberation between the police and the mayor is 
taking place at the townhall. The eviction is sup- 
posed to happen between 1 .00 and 2.00 p.m. 

1 .20 p.m.: Trucks of the fire-brigade are arriving 
and a little boat to save drowning persons is low- 
ered on the river the Schelde. 

1 .30 p.m.: The press gets notified again. 

2.00 p.m.: Reports of ambulances and police- 
cameras. 

2.05 p.m.: 'Megaphones' are asking to ’leave 
peacefully’; ladders of the fire-brigade are ready. 
2.15 p.m.: The riot-police tries to break in; the 
eviction has started. 

2.30 p.m.: They break through the front-door at 


the Scheldekaai 37 and a gate at the 
Hogepontstraat. 

2.50 p.m.: They try to enter through the roof and 
enter via the roofing-tiles. 

3.15 p.m.: The police on the roof threatens to 
use teargas. After the facts there has been dis- 
cussion whether that threat was that real. Fact is 
that the riot-police was about to break through. 
3.25 p.m.: All occupants come out and surren- 
der. They are arrested and taken to the police- 
office at the Ekkergemstraat. 

At around 6.00 p.m. everyone was free. 

Meanwhile, everything in the Hogepont gets 
demolished to prevent immediate re-squatting. 
All windows and doors are taken out immediately. 
In the evening everyone gathers at the 'Drie 
Charels', on of the three remaining squats. The 
first agreements for the next squat are made. 

The eviction gets the news 
on both federal (VRT) and commer- 
cial (VTM) television; and gets wide- 
spread attention in the media. This 
time it's all reasonably positive even 
though the facts aren't always pre- 
sented correctly, but that's some- 
H thing we've gotten used to. 

February 23rd '98 

In the night of February 22nd to 23rd, 
the house at Achterstaat 208 is 
squatted by four people. Squat #4 
and we keep counting. 

\ March 2nd '98 

j Number 5: The Schelderatten are 
back! 

"Our answer to the false promise of 
the city Gent to give the squatters of 
the Hogepont a replacing living- 
'Ji space is simple: a new squat; in fact 
the empty housing-block at the 
Bisschopstraat and the Franse Vaart 
in the quarter of Ledeberg. 

Because this block (annex garden, there are 
even still trees) indeed offers us about the same 
capacities as the Hogepont, we will go ahead 
and try to build up our living- and activity-spaces 
(concert-space, cafe, people's-kitchen,...) here 
again. The city asked for it: we keep on squat- 
ting! 

How does a housing-block like this end up 
empty? The answer is simple again; under the 
motto 'revaluation of neglected (sic) neighbor- 
hoods' they're first putting (old) people out of their 
(old) houses to put new people in new tower- 
flats. 

Here's what we say to the city of Gent: the 
Schelderatten are back! Start preparing the ever 
so enthusiastic police-force and fire-department 
(don't forget the teargas) because again we don't 
intend to make way just like that for a social hous- 
ing-projects! No-one cares about an extra half- 
million eviction-costs anyway."

SQUATTERS' RESISTANCE CONTINUES 



During the night of March 5th the cops 
raided three squats in Torino (La Casa, 
L’Asilo and L’Alcova) and arrested three 
squatters from La Casa (Edoardo, Soledad 
and Silvno). Since Edo and Sole were the 
only people who lived in La Casa, the cops 
closed it. They also tried to evict L’Alcova, 
but this was prevented by the presence of 
too many people. At L’Asilo the squatters 
went on the roof to resist, the cops broke in, 
searched the place damaging many things, 
used people’s beds and mattresses as toi- 
lets and left. 

The next day a presidium was taking 
place out of the city council to protest for the 
raids and the arrests. Cops charged and a 
riot broke out, shop windows were smashed 
and seven people were arrested and de- 
tained for a few days. Many demonstrations 
and direct actions were organized, almost 
every day something was happening. 

Edo, Sole and Silvano were still de- 
tained with charges such as theft, posses- 
sion of explosives, armed gang and con- 
spiracy. According to the cops (who were 
following them for months) Edo, Sole and 
Silvano were responsible of a whole series 
of direct actins taken against the T.A.V. 


project. The T.A.V. (high speed trains) is a 
line for tracks still under construction, de- 
signed for trains able to run up to 200 mph 
(300 km/h). In order to lay down the tracks, 
they are digging tunnels, expropiating fields, 
etc. Also such a fast and noisy train is harm- 
ful for the people and the environment. Be- 


hind this project there is too much money 
for them to care about it. 

Obviously the newspapers started to 
write about this “dangerous commando of 
terrorists” with the hobby of arms and bombs. 
Edo already passed through this shit in 1 993, 
when the cops found a small amount of gun 



MILAN SQUATTER RECEIVES HEAVY SENTENCE 


Again bad news from Milano... 

Last Monday (June 8) Patrizia’s trial ended. 
She was sentenced to five years in prison and 
to pay a fine of more than 200 Million Lire for 
damage. When the jury read the verdict there 
were around fifty anarchists in the room, there 
was a scuffle with the cops when they took 
Patrizia away. During the day we did two 
spontanious non-authorized demonstrations 
giving out flyers and we placed a banner near 
the cathedral in the center of the city. The night 
demo ended in front of the Laboratorio 
Anarchico where we blocked the traffic for a 
couple of hours. No troubles with the cops 
this time. 

Since Monday I don’t have any news 
about Patrizia and I don’t know if they’ll move 
her to another prison. I’ll Let you know....

powder on him. This gunpowder was barely 
enough to build a fire cracker, but the cops 
preferred to believe it was enough to build 
powerful bombs. He had to serve one year 
and seven months for this. 

On the night of March 28th, Edo decided 
he couldn’t stand another farce like that, to 
wait maybe one year or more for a trial, de- 
tained by people who more and more often 
frame you up. People able to use any dirty 
trick to make you stay in prison as long as 
they want. He was found in his cell with a 
blanket wrapped around his neck. He was 
killed by the government, the cops, the prison 
system, the media, multi death corporations 
and the fucked up world they are building. 
And by the upright citizens who silently swal- 
low up this shit. 

La Casa where Edo and Sole were liv- 
ing, was resquatted. The day of Edo’s fu- 
neral, riots and actions took place in differ- 
ent cities around Italy while in Torino, Edo’s 
parents clearly stated they didn’t want to see 
any fucking journalists. But the vultures 
couldn’t stay away from such an event. Six 
of them were beaten up and their cars were 
smashed. One of them will spend the next 
two months in the hospital. He got what he 
deserved. 

On April 4th thousands of squatters and 
the likes from all over Italy marched over 
Torino to show their anger and their solidar- 
ity with Soledad and Silvano, still detained 
in prison. Rocks and bottles and paint bombs 
were thrown at the cops, the prison walls and 
the court house where tens of windows were 
smashed. It was decided not to riot, ‘cause 
it was what the cops and the media were 
waiting for, and it wasn’t the right time nor 
the place to do it. People’s anger didn’t stop 
with the demo and there are many ways to 
fight back. We decide where and when. Not 
them. 

PS On April 15th Luca Bertola has been ar- 
rested for the aggression against the Jour- 
nalists. He’s being charged with the inju- 
ries. 

Since April 1 6th Sole is out of prison. She is 
still under arrest, but she can wait for the 
trial in a private home. She is not allowed to 
go out.

LAS VEGAS) ANTI-RACISTS SKINHEAD MURDERED 


Two anti-racist skinheads from Las Vegas 
were abducted and killed during the week- 
end of July 5-7. Dan Shersty and Lin "Spit" 
Newborn were last seen Friday night telling 
friends that they were going to go to a party 
with a couple women that the two had met. 
On Saturday (7/4) morning, Dan's body was 
found, and Spit's was found on Monday (7/ 
6) a small distance away from where Dan'sr 
body was found. 

An ARA-Las Vegas member said to re- 
porters that Newborn had had 'many' run- 
ins with local neo-nazi skinheads, and that 
there is a strong possibility that this might 
be related to his and Shersty's murder. There 
is also a good chance that the two women 
are neo-nazi skinheads. This is only the lat- 


est in a pattern of violent killings by racist 
extremists. A few weeks ago, three white 
men, two having ties to the KKK and the 
Aryan Brotherhood, a racist prison gang, 
dragged James Byrd, Jr. behind their truck, 
mutilating and killing him.

Portland Oregon - Four nonviolent protest- 
ers were arrested in the afternoon of June 
1st during a parade and demonstration or- 
ganized against corporate dominance. This 
was the closing event to the Regional Con- 
ference to End Corporate Dominance held 
at Portland State Universaty last weekend.

The Lucy Parsons Center, Boston’s only col- 
lectively-run autonomous infoshop/bookstore 
was hit with disaster on Saturday, June 1 3th.

Already suffering from very low sales 
and participation due to our low visibility lo- 
cation, our funds have been depleteing 
quickly and we are not sure how we will af- 
ford the higher rent of a new location. We 
need to set forth a plea for any fundraising 
help that anyone can give us. Never in our 
30 year existence have we been dealt with 
such a blow. Please extend your solidarity 
in helping us to ensure that the Lucy Par- 
sons Center continues to exist.

Greetings to all anarcho-punks in the 
world! 

With this we wish to communicate and 
inform you about the activities that have 
happened in Mexico, as done by the 
"United Libertarian Punks," which is com- 
prised of different groups of anarchists, lib- 
ertarians, anarcho-punks, and other mili- 
tants in the scene working together. This 
is a short report of our activities since Janu- 
ary until this time. 

Anarcho-Punk Gathering in Uruguay 

In order to be able to attend the gather- 
ing we had to organize many activities, like 
selling vegetarian food at the market called 
"the Chopo" (a weekly punk flea market), as 
well as selling libertarian materials like cas- 
settes, fanzines, books, patches, etc. at 
hardcore punk shows. Much of this material 
was donated by the people in the punk com- 
munity as an act of solidarity to collect more 
funds. A show was also put on in order to 
raise a little more money. All this time we 
were informing people about the gathering 
and what the gathering was aspiring to do 
(we utilized information that the people who 
were organizing the gathering had sent to 
us). Thanks to a friend that has emigrated 
to the US from Mexico for his financial sup- 
port, for without his help it would have made 
it a lot more difficult for anyone to actually 
go to the gathering. Ultimately we were only 
able to send one person from the U.P.L. to 
Uruguay. He took with him our bulletin of 
activities and proposals from one sector of 
the libertarian scene, as well as information 
of the things that have happened in this part 
of the world, like zines, groups, collective 
activities, etc. 

Murders in Acteal 

After this, many disagreeable things 
occurred in the state of Chiapas, Mexico. 
Around 46 indigenous, the majority children, 
women, and elderly people, were brutally 
assassinated by paramilitary bodies such as 
"Paz y Justice" (Peace and Justice) and 
"Mascara Rojo" (Red Mask) — both of which 
are financed by the government. The public 
responded immediately to this situation and 
in the month of January three marches were 
organized in order to bring attention to the 
occurrences in Acteal, Chiapas. The 
anarcho-punk movement doesn't just stand 
around with their arms crossed nor are we 
merely spectators. Rather, we participate in 


these acts. How? By flyering in the buses, 
schools, and neighborhoods, informing the 
public as to who were the real assassins and 
financiers of the massacre, as well as giving 
support to the central collection place (where 
they collect staple food, medicine, clothes, 
etc.) located at the "Angel de la 
Independence" (a commemorative in 
Mexico City). All of these donations were 
given to various civil organizations in Mexico, 
which in turn send them to Chiapas. In the 
three marches the punks participated by re- 


nouncing and rejecting what happened, not 
only for this particular slaughter (in Acteal), 
but for all the slaughters that have occurred 
since the armed uprising in Chiapas, for we 
know that the government has brought a low- 
intensity war upon the indigenous commu- 
nities that support the EZLN. The punks also 
sprayed graffiti on the buildings of multina- 
tional companies, banks, and government 
centers demanding a public clarification for 
what happened and for punishment to be 
given to the assassins.

February-March 

During these months in the city of Mexico 
we organized a campaign against police bru- 
tality, constructing different activities, all of 
which were very successful: 

* We sold anti-military and anti-police mate- 
rial (zines, cassettes, shirts) in order to raise 
funds to print anti-police posters. 

* Information: We put together a posterboard 
display, posters, and informative flyers about 
the issue of police brutality, the majority of 
which was seen and displayed at the Chopo. 

* A show: We put on an informative show 
about that campaign and the truth about the 
game which police play in "protecting" the 
state. 

* Brigades: We organized various brigades 
of postering, stickering, and graffiti against 



the abuse of the people by the authorities. 

March: On the 14th of March we held a 
demonstration/march that denounced police 
brutality. Around 200 people (the majority 
punks) distributed and wheat pasted propa- 
ganda in the streets during the march, as 
well as spraying graffiti along the way. At 
the end of the march, at "Glorieta de 
Insurgentes" (a part of town in Mexico City), 
an event took place where some comrades 
spoke about police brutality. 

With this short letter we want to inform 
the international community about the events 
that are happening here. We also wish to 
use this space to ask for financial support in 
order to pursue further projects. Our eco- 
nomic situation in Mexico is very awful and 
we hope that with solidarity and mutual sup- 
port we can create a stronger force to fight 
against the state.

The July critical mass in Minneapolis was the biggest 
gathering that there has been so far this year. Over 1 30 
Cyclists took our bikes to the streets on Friday afternoon 
during the middle of rush hour traffic to assert our right of 
way, destroy car culture, and celebrate biking as a way of 
life. After about two hours of backing up traffic on all the 
major streets, passing out literature to pedestrians and mo- 
torists, we turned onto highway 55. We did this to protest 
the reroute of highway 55 that would destroy trees and 
greenspace to shorten car commuting by 5 minutes. That's 
when we saw two squad cars coming up behind us, which 
we expected because the cops usually follow us to keep 
things “in order”. An officer told one of the cyclists to get 
to the right side of the road. Without any repeated warn- 
ings the cop jammed the cyclist, Jessica, up against the cur 
with his car. Grabbed her off her bike and started to yell at 
her. Then he pushed her into the car giving her bruises on 
her arms and head. Then more cops with they’re sirens 
going came up beside us on the sidewalk. The cyclists got 
over to the side of the road and kept going. After we turned 
onto a residential street, one cop threatened a cyclist named 
Theo, saying that after this he would be going to jail. That 
cop then swerved into the lane designated for 'bicycles, got 
out of his car, tackled Theo to the ground, and dragged him 
to the squad car. The cop told him that if it would have 
been nighttime and no one else was around he would have 
“beat the shit out him”. After that a few people were put 
into squad cars and had they’re bikes taken. One cyclist, 
Pete, started to question the cops only to find himself in a 
headlock, then three other cops jumped on him and maced 
him when he started to yell “leave me alone, somebody 
help me ” He tried to hold onto his bike and asked the 
cops not to take it, and he was thrown into the car. The 
window was only open a crack, and he having trouble 
breathing because of the mace. He asked the cops to roll 
down the window but instead they rolled it all the way up. 
The remaining cyclists decided to regroup at a nearby park. 
We were then told we were holding an illegal assembly. 
Someone asked to see the ordinance that said it was illegal, 
and she told by a cop” I don’t have to get into that with 
you, go look it up yourself’. We did look up the ordnance 
later on and we found that... Public meetings and constitu- 
tionally protected expressions shall be allowed, given or 
held in parks.. ” as long as no park rules are being broken. 
(PB2-19). We decided to leave the park and make phone 
calls to find out what happened to the people who were 
taken away by the police, Jessica got a ticket for not being 
on the right side of the road, Theo got a ticket for not riding 
next the curb and was arrested for disorderly conduct, Pete 
was also arrested for disorderly conduct and blocking trafV 
fie. In the police report it stated no force was used on him. 

Critical Mass doesn’t actually block traffic, because in 
the city ordinance, blocking traffic is defined as, sitting, 
standing, or laying in the road, and we were moving. Also... 
acts authorized as an exercise of one’s constitutional rights 
of freedom of speech or assembly,. .shall not constitute in- 
terference with pedestrian or vehicular traffic. (386.65) 

it’s important that we have a big turn out at the next Criti- 
cal Mass to show the police that they wont stop us by ille- 
gally harassing us. The next Critical Mass will be held on 
Friday, August 28th at 4:30 in Loring park. If your wor- 
ried your bike being impounded you can register it with 
the park board or the Government center. It costs ten dol- 
lars, and the money goes to make more bike lanes and trails. 
Critical Mass happens all over the world, find out about 
one near you, or start your own!

Activists, scholars, policymakers, advo- 
cates, cultural workers and former prisoners 
will come together this fall to address the con- 
temporary crisis occasioned by the emergence 
of a prison-industrial complex in the US and 
internationally. The growth of penal infrastruc- 
tures and the exponential increase in impris- 
oned populations are particularly injurious to 
communities of color and to rising numbers of 
women. Accompanying this prison expansion 
have been rampant human rights violations ancf 
the dismantling of rehabilitative programs. Poli- 
ticians increasingly take advantage of public 
misperceptions about crime to gain political in- 
fluence, and punishment has become a profit- 
able business in which more and more corpo- 
rations have ever greater stakes. Our mission 
is to develop strategies of resistance and cam- 
paigns that will contest the mounting trend to- 
ward imprisonment as a stop-gap approach to 
systemic social problems, and foster more ef- 
fective movements for genuine social and eco- 
nomic justice. We seek to facilitate a produc- 
tive exchange between a diverse range of in- 
dividuals - including grassroots organizers, 
academics, former prisoners, policy makers, 
lawyers and other advocates - and organiza- 
tions who traditionally have not worked to- 
gether around prison issues. We encourage 
all these groups to address substantially the 
impact of these issues on women. The goal of 
the conference is to establish a broad network 
of individuals and organizations committed to 
critical public discourse, effective social and 
cultural activism, further research, and dra- 
matic policy transformation. We hope to cre- 
ate a foundation for a new movement against 
the prison industrial complex. Toward this end, 
we are creating task forces in the following ar- 
eas: 

• Prison as Industry: What is the prison indus- 


trial complex and what are its implications for poor 
and working class people and communities of 
color? How does it exacerbate human rights vio- 
lations within the penal system, and what are its 
long term effects on social conditions outside? 

• Law and Policy: How can researchers, legal 
scholars, lawyers, policy makers, and activists 
work together to educate law makers regarding 
human rights issues and to transform prison law 
and policy? 

• Research and Activism: How can academic 
researchers collaborate with grassroots activists 
to develop agendas for moving beyond the prison 
industrial complex? What research and organiz- 
ing strategies can increase the visibility of women, 
youth, and sexually marginalized populations in 
prison? 

• Abolitionist Alternatives: How can we encour- 
age decriminalization and decarceration? What 
new institutions are needed to address problems 
such as drugs, homelessness, and poor health 
care? 

• Human Rights and Conditions of Confinement: 
What role can international standards and bodies 
play in developing a human rights agenda for pris- 
oners? 

• Education: How can high school and college 
teachers and teachers in community and prison 
education projects collaborate to develop curricula 
and research that encourage critical analyses of 
the prison industrial complex? How can activists 
and educators intervene in the ongoing assault 
on educational opportunities for prisoners and 
those on the outside, in opposition to current fund- 
ing priorities and advocating a shift toward greater 
funding of and access to education? 

• Media Representations and Popular Culture: 
What is the role of the mass media in tormenting 
anticrime panics and promoting the prison indus- 
trial complex? How can artists and other cultural 
workers transform this culture of fear?

ATION CENTER 


The Insur-Recreation Center is a new 
infoshop and DIY gig space located at 81 6 
E. 38th St. (corner of 38th & Chicago Ave.) 
in South Minneapolis. A loose-knit 
group of about 12-15 people have 
opened the doors in the beginning of 
1 998 after saving money all winter and 
various fund raising attempts. The space 
consists of a large floor level room with 
an ever-growing library of anarchist, 
environmentalist, situationist, punk, and 
other radical books and zines as well as 
interesting fiction. There’s lots of chairs 
and couches to sit and read and coffee 
to drink. There’s also loads of fliers on 
upcoming events in the area and free in- 
formation on current events. Gigs are 
held in the basement which can capaci- 
tate about 80-1 00 people. 

Vegan Cafe 

Every Wednesday at 7pm we host a 
cafe of full coarse vegan meals which are 
prepared at various kitchens in the area 
and brought to center directly. Every 
week’s dish is different, but the high 
level of quality is the same. We ask for a 
three dollar donation which includes 
beverages and desserts. All of the 
money is donated back to the center to 
cover the high costs of operation. The 
cafe is a cool atmosphere to relax, eat 
good, meet new people, see who is in 
town, and find out about upcoming 
events. Bring an empty belly and an 
open mind! 

Bookings 

Bands should send us a sample of 
some sort (tape, record, etc.). Be sure 
to include lyrics (this is the most impor- 
tant part) and a contact phone number 


and address. We can do 
shows just about any 
night of the week, al- 
though we try to avoid 
Wednesdays because of 
the cafe. Weekends al- 
ways get a better turn 
out than weekdays. 
Bands get a large per- 
centage of the door 
money, depending on 
how far you’ve come" 
and are going, and the 
rest goes to the Cen- 
ter to cover expenses 
like rent and utilities. 
We can find a place 
for touring bands to stay 
and usually provide veggie food before 
the gig (so come early!). 

We can’t however, guarantee every 
band who contacts us a show. We try to 
avoid doing too many shows in a given 
week because the turn outs are low for 
all of them and those of flyering, cook- 
ing food, collecting door money, doing 
sound, etc. won’t be able to keep up. If 
your band can be a bit flexible with 
dates, that would be great. We want to 
book bands who want to put something 
into the DIY movement, not move on to 
the next big thing. If you’re only “doing 
it yourself’ until you can get signed to 
that indie or metal label, don’t bother 
contacting us. We’ve got better things 
to focus our energy on. It should also 
go without saying, but we won’t book 
any bands with dodgy macho, sexist, na- 
tionalist, or homophobic lyrics or atti- 
tudes. 

Don’t feel intimidated about the style 
of music you play. We 
need some diversity in 
that department! It’s 
your lyrics and attitudes 
that are most important. 

Remember “Musician- 
ship counts for nothing 
when you attitude 
stinks!” 

Other events that 
have included film 
showings, hip-hop DJ 
parties sponsored by 
Anti-Racist Action, a 
benefit disco and 
techno party, etc. The 
film showings will be a 
regular weekly 
next fall and more 


benefit parties and performances will be 
scheduled as well. Coming soon will be 
the Sunday morning hangover brunch! 

Weekly meetings 

At 8:30pm on Wednesdays (following 
the cafe) we have an open discussion 
meeting. Here is where we decide on 
future events including gigs, menus for 
the cafe, volunteers for shifts, who will 
coordinate events, etc. If you want to 
get involved with the space, have an idea 
for an event, or just want to see how 
things are run, this is the place to do it. 

After the first two and a half months, 
things seem to be going good. The cafe 
and the shows are covering the costs 
and more and more people are coming 
by. We have no idea how the fall and 
winter months will fare though. We’re 
just taking it month by month and hop- 
ing for the best. We would like to start a 
winter savings fund for when things slow 
down. If you would be interested in 
making a pledge or helping with fund 
raising event,- please get in touch! We 
would all like to thank everyone who has 
helped out from the start- everyone 
who’s made donations of money, books, 
zines, furniture, and utensils, helped 
paint, clean, and construct, driven, 
cooked- to make this space a reality. 
The Insur-Recreation is a real DIY alter- 
native which will hopefully be here for 
sometime. Cheers!

Dear PE, 

Hey. I’m writing to just add a few things 
that I feel were left out of the article entitled 
"U.S. Trains 1000’s of Mexican Officers’ in 
the last issue." It’s a good thing the School 
of the Americas is finally being made aware 
to the community, but I think some back- 
ground is necessary. 

The SOA is a United States Government- 
funded training program for Latin American 
and Caribbean Military officers located in Ft. 
Benning, GA. It’s designed to educate them 
in the virtues of democratic civilian control 
over the military. Supporters of the SOA 
(largely unaware of what it really teaches, or 
quasi-dictators themselves) insist that it in- 
stills professionalism and strengthens frag- 
ile democracies (yet not one of the ten SOA 
graduates who became head of state was 
democratically elected!). 

A few of the interrogation techniques 
which are taught at the SOA are torture, ex- 
ecution, blackmail and arresting relatives of 
those being questioned. The students are 
taught combat skills, counter insurgency op- 
erations, sniper fire, military intelligence, 
commando tactics and psychological opera- 
tions. The SOA (and therefore the US) is 
responsible for producing the leaders and 
soldiers who have brutally suppressed their 
own people and murdered 1000’s of indig- 
enous and poor in Latin America. Protests 
by civilians worsen the abuse, as is exem- 
plified by the situation in Chiapas and 
Guerrero, Mexico. 

The most important thing that was left out- 
The SOA needs to be CLOSED! The US is 
not encouraging anything but human rights 
abuses and western supremacy. 

Congressional Senator Durbin (IL) intro- 
duced the first bill to close the SOA (S-980). 
Call the capitol switchboard @ (202) 456- 
1111 and urge you senators to cosponsor S- 
980, or fax or write. ..anything.

I decided to write you when I read an is- 
sue of yours with a scene report from Bul- 
garia. A long time ago I was trying to find- 
your address but in vain - PE is almost apoc- 
rypha? 

Although that this report was written a 
year ago there are no changes for good. I’m 
afraid that the things cannot change at all. 
There are the same politicians with the same 
promises. The communists gave up power 
but those who came became the same stu- 
pid faces on the TV. say us that the things 
are going better but there are only cosmetic 
alterations. Hardened people can’t under- 
stand that they have to break out the chains 
of indifference by their own. We need to bring 
down the walls of stupidity and stagnation to 
eradicate our vices, the vices of society. The 
mean souls are the main past of our society. 
They assimilate the people who fight for a 
better future. I have read a lot of articles 
and reports about actions against the hypoc- 
risy and the corruptions of major companies 
but there’s nothing similar here. Everybody 
says that life is going harder and harder but 
there’s no unity among people to overcome 
the difficulties. There are a few people who 
think my way in our town. There are few in 
Bulgaria. And everyday I’m thinking if there’s 
a use of fighting. If there’s a use of society 
at all?!? 

But I promised myself never to give up,

The power of punk/hard core keeps my mind 
sharp. But in our little town there are no con- 
certs of punk bands ‘cause almost no one is 
interested. The first punk band in Gabrovo 
UZZU doesn’t exist anymore. Only Keep- 
sake, close friends of mine, are trying to show 
that punx not dead. But they’re too young 
and they haven’t got enough money to buy 
a good suitable instruments. So they’re play- 
ing on antiques. Me and two other pals were 
going to make a band. We played two or 
three times without a rehearsal of some kind 
of anarcho noise madness, but now we 
haven’t enough time to play because of the 
continue of our graduation in the university. 

There are lots of concerts in our capital 
city Sofia and Varna. Of some kind of a 
hardcore crew exists there. The gigs are 
really cool. I was in Varna for a festival last 
summer. I didn’t know anyone there but I 
had a good time with the music, I really en- 
joyed it. I first heard about the H.C. ideas 
and straight edge there. They were talking 
about friendship and loyalty and against hy- 
pocrisy. But when I went into the pogo, some 
of the guys there started to laugh at me. 
Why? I was just wearing a T-shirt of Misfits 
and checked trousers. What was the differ- 
ence among us? I felt myself very unpleas- 
ant and went out. They talk about a lack of 
hypocrisy yes, but not only in words. Al- 
though this little ‘accident’ now I have good 
friends in Varna. 

Another passion of mine is drawing. It’s 
very soothing when I’m alone with the pencil 
or the brush and the white sheet of paper. 
My friends think that I’m good in drawing. 
There is something of me . I made it some- 
time ago and it’s not a special thing, but I 
hope you’ll like it. 

That’s all for now in my head. 

I’m looking forward to hearing from you!

It’s said that a person at “Ground Zero” 
never sees a bomb explode. Did anyone 
notice when women’s status was gradually 
updated from property... to... sex object? All 
this was happening under the pretense of 
equality and sexual liberation. Women are 
constantly degraded such that most people 
no longer notice. A boy was talking about 
his discomfort seeing male full-frontal nudity, 
saying it make him feel less dignified. When 
a girl (myself) posed the question “How do 
you think girls feel whenever they see a 
movie, or a Sports Illustrated, or even a soap 
commercial?”. He responded with this: “So? 
Girls should be used to that by now.” Would 
you want to raise a child, teaching her she 
can live up to her highest aspirations, trying 
to give her a sense of dignity and self-re- 
spect, and know that everyday she is ex- 
posed to confidence-destroying stereotypes? 
Even in the “enlightened” period in which we 
live, women are evaluated by the size of their 
breasts and their firmness elsewhere. Intel- 
lect is intimidating in our culture if it is found 
in a woman, as though it’s a threat to her 
womanhood. Will her breasts shrink if she’s 
analytical? Will she become frigid if she 
develops a passion for knowledge? Sexu- 
ality is nothing to fear, but so often it is used 
as a tool for sexism. Passion and nudity 
could, in theory, be used to demonstrate 
emotion and artistic intent; but somehow, I 
am offended by the image of chesty bleach- 
blondes pathetically groaning “more...”. 
There are more subtle instances on every- 
day television, though. For an example, a 
Nair commercial shows a woman’s legs (soft, 
smooth — I’m impressed), and a man ca- 
ressing them, reaching almost into her too- 
short shorts. She slaps him playfully away 
and they both have a good laugh. Ha. These 
kinds of images seem to gradually build up 
the general idea that a woman’s body is for 
touching. Female genitals are among the 
most popular things in America today, and 
girls know it. So often, they are pressured 
— not necessarily coerced — into beginning 
sexual relationships for which they are not 
ready. From then on, they tend not to have 
respect for the sexual process, or for the 
sanctity of their own body. Young women 
should not develop with the belief that they 
were created for someone else. The most 
important thing we can do is respect our- 
selves, male and female. If a man has 
enough dignity to respect a woman, she is 
more likely to do it herself. Also, resist sex- 
ism in whatever way it presents itself, but do 
so with integrity. If you are a bad represen- 
tative for a cause, the cause loses its ap- 
peal to others. Personal boycotts of materi- 
als or companies are an easy way to start. 
And another thing: have compassion for girls 
who unwittingly submit to the mold. As for 
those who use themselves as ‘tools’, disre- 
gard them, and tell them exactly what you 


think. Hopefully everyone can be encour- 
aged in some way to participate in the break- 
ing down of barriers and establishment of 
mutual respect — for equality, similarities, 
and differences.

First of all, thank you for the free sub- 
scription to prisoners program. 

Now a moment on violence. 

Having once been a violent and hateful 
person, I have given a lot of thought to this 
subject. And my conclusion is that violence 
is destructive, at both ends. 

I once read in PE about roundups of sl 
certain group of characters (anarcho-punx) 
by the police in Europe somewhere. The 
police there used small acts of violence as 
an excuse to pick up these “suspicious” char- 
acters and interrogate them. This is a tactic 
that has been used by police (of all types) 
for many years; and from what I have read, 
it proliferated under the Gestapo terror, and 
has since been adopted by all police. But 
let’s look at the difference between the Ge- 
stapo and the common “peace officer” of to- 
day. The Gestapo were a militant terror and 
made no attempts to hide this, so “the 
people” did not support their actions; ulti- 
mately, they failed because of this. And then 
we have the peace officer of today which 
uses the same tactic of it’s ancestors, but 
has the support and approval of the general 
public (or at least of those who are involved 
enough to make a difference). The reason 
they have this support is because, firstly, they 
hide behind the title of “peace,” and violence 
is the antithesis of peace. But, most impor- 
tantly, there is enough evidence of roguish 
violence (pointless and ineffective, I might 
add) in the street to give them reason to ha- 
rass, roundup, and /or arrest certain charac- 
ters under the pretense of “suspicion”. The 
average mediocre citizen supports this vio- 
lation, and will even tolerate their own homes 
being mistakenly raided under this pretense 
as long as they know that “those rogues” are 
being silently plucked from the street and 
introduced to the process of human- 
disynthesis using this tactic. Your acts of 
violence strengthen the grips of the police; 
the long arm gets longer. 

When people sense pestilence they tend 
to naturally respond with violence; usually 
not even knowing the source of the pesti- 
lence, and so lash out at whatever threat is 
directly in front of them. Of course, we know 
the chief source of this pestilence we sense 
is the government (all existing governments); 
but, we have to stop and question if our be- 
havior, our actions are working to effectively 
change the present condition, or are we 
merely acting out in revenge. We, like the 
animal, respond in violence when threatened 
or trapped (and we are this); but, we are 
separated from the animal by the utilization 


of our minds, our conscious ability to make 
sound and complex decisions. It is natural 
to respond in violence under the conditions 
we live in, but is it logical to rely on basic 
animal instincts when fighting an intellectual 
war? It is more difficult and time consuming 
to fight an intellectual war (which is what this 
is) - to read and study (to expand your mind 
which is one of the main rights we are fight- 
ing for) and be involved in the right places. 

It is good for morale to have shows and gath- 
erings and so forth, but it is also extremely 
pertinent for a cause to have people involved 
in “enemy territory”. It is only logical that if 
your present methods and tactics are not 
effective and prolific, then you should study 
and adopt some of your enemy’s agencies 
of battle. This is where the intellectual war 
begins: you are not stealing their measures 
exactly as they are, but are considering the 
thought behind them, their effectiveness in 
what area, and how you can manipulate and 
reconstruct them for your own use. Some- 
thing like the police do when they use petty 
violence against you. 

However, this cannot be achieved by be- 
ing completely separated from society and 
deemed as an outcast - a bad product. 
People’s minds do change and your example 
of living life is greater than any propaganda 
or other means of systematic persuasion. 
This is difficult because you have to stand 
firm in your convictions under the tempta- 
tions of the bourgeois coterie, working be- 
side them while all the while working against 
them. This is a true counterculture; insidi- 
ousness is a most powerful tactic! But, open 
violence is more convenient and offers im- 
mediate gratification (like drugs) for the av- 
erage angry pseudo - radical with mere re- 
venge in his/her heart; and so we have a 
movement that is subdued by what seems 
to be teenage angst, rather than proliferat- 
ing as a philosophy of life. 

I will close with a question: what are your 
motives behind your actions? If you claim 
that your cause and your beliefs are right and 
theirs’ wrong, then you have to be terribly 
honest with yourself and study your deepest 
motives behind your behavior, your actions. 
This is what we are fighting for - the Truth; it 
is the only thing worth fighting for. And it is 
critical that in the heart of every soldier this 
truth burns hotter than any destructive de- 
sire towards revenge, hate, or violence. It 
cannot work otherwise.

story by now (thanx much to PE itself) and 
I’m thankful for all the support and assis- 
tance... 

I am writing for quite a few reasons but 
the biggest is to praise all you fucks that 
reached out to me or picked up a pen/phone 
on my behalf during this recent crisis... so 
you know the BATF investigation has ended, 
and the federal grand jury Has Not indicted 
me. Thanx much to you... 

Lots of stuff going on these daze... work- 
ing on the TX prisoners @ lending library, 
cell-one, and attempting to organize a na- 
tional antifascist prisoner network, (for pris- 
oners who are interested and can write me 
directly do so, otherwise, write to me in care 
of “Break the Chains / PO Box 5144 / San 
Lois Obispo, CA / 93403). This something 
that has not been done before and we will 
need a lot of support, hard work, and luck to 
make it work. If your interested by all means 
get in touch. 

By my being placed in ad-seg last year 
the lending library suffered a lot. I’m hoping 
to get it all worked out so that any TX inmate 
can be a part of it. But again it’s mostly $ 
problems that keep that from happening. 

I’m housed in a 7x9 cell 24/7 now not al- 
lowed human contact, yet ‘outside’ 1 hour 
per week... completely crazy... a friend was 
told recently by TDCJ officials that I am con- 
sidered to be ‘highly dangerous’ and ‘known 
for disruptive beliefs’... So they can continue 
to justify holding me in this tiny box at my 
last classification hearing they told me, "Your 
continued involvement in radical politics 
gives us enough reason to hold you in AD- 
seg till your release", which is 2009. 

I am the only political prisoner (that I know 
of!) in the USA who has deep roots in the 
punk movement and considers it a primary 
source of inspiration for my own involvement 
in @ politics and Action! I am asking folks to 
Please, Please, get out there and support 
(actively) what you say you support. Put your 
time and energy into this. And when you 
hear about a demo or march, go to it whether 
it is for @ prisoners or Palestinian prison- 
ers. 

Punk has been slagged for years. Folks 
say it’s not a viable revolutionary movement. 
It may not be. But it can be. And that’s where 
it needs to head. Part of that is to support 
other revolutionary movements other ideas 
and cultures. Revolution is about real 
change and we can’t be effectively fighting 
for that kind of change if we are isolated and 
entrenched in our own ghetto. 

On another note, Break the Chains is put- 
ting our a benefit CD on my behalf. The funds 
made off of that CD will be used to cover my 
legal expenses and to continue various @ 
projects in the prisons. I urge you to take 



part in this. 

Another benefit CD in the idea phase is 
for the 'United Anarchist Front” the U@F is 
the ‘group’ I founded in the late 80’s using 
the ALF as a model. Complete direct action 
orientation. The CD’s profits would be used 
to disperse U @ F ideas, literature and set up 
an ‘office’ of sorts. If you are in a band and 
are interested in this, or want to support @ 
causes in general, Please contact me. 

The book I’ve been ‘working’ on for about 
a year is slowly taking form. But it’s hard to 
write in this environment. I am looking for a 
zine to do a column in, but it has to be the 
right one (I wrote something for most every- 
one who asks). 

OK folks, please struggle on, and I will 
do the same. ..much love

I am a POW in the state of Washington 
in the maximum unit at Walla Walla, also 
known as, Concrete Mama. I want to send 
out a report on how we’re being treated here 
in Washington State, but first let me say that, 
PE, what you’re doing for our people is great! 
No one does it better! 

Now, let me raise the issue at hand. As 
you're probably not aware, in May of 1996, 
the state of Washington passed a law allow- 
ing prison officials of every corrections cen- 




ter across the state (this includes pre-release 
and work release) to remove 35% of all 
money recieved by the inmates that’s 35c 
on the dollar! As you know, we’re made to 
pull slave labor, working six hours a day and 
only receiving 80c for it and now those of us 
who are fortunate enough to have outside 
support truly cherish whatever we get. 

So let me get to the heart of the issue; 
under federal law that covers this whole na- 
tion, embezzlement is a serious crime! Not 
only is it a crime it’s a greedy move by this 
Nazi government to get everything they can! 

Numerous inmates, family attorneys and 
outside agencies have filed a class action 
law suit, but still every hard earned dollar that 
my friends and family send me, gets taxed 
by 35%! Oh, but don’t think we’ve just been 
passive about the whole situation, because 
we haven't! 

Right now I’m in this maximum unit 
for my part in a group demonstra- 
tion and inciting a riot right after 
they removed the first 35%. 

So far I have acquired a 
little over a $1 000 dol- 
lar debt, how? 

Well let me explain; 
every time I receive a 
money order and it 
gets taxed I destroy 
the cell I’m in, some- 
times I get out and 
destroy the whole 
pod and have 
even taken hos- 
tages (the pigs 
of course) but I 
haven’t hurt 
anyone and 
won’t either be- 
cause this is how I 
look at it; if they're 
going to take my 
money, then I will 
give them some- 
thing to spend it 
on!

Polish Autonomist Scene 
Swat “Rozbrat” 


The following is an interview with one 
of the squatters living in probably one of 
the best functioning squats in Poland. 
There are many other squats in the coun- 
try but Rozbrat has survived the longest 
and the other reason why it's special is 
because it's not onty a place to live for 
the squatters, but it plays a big role in 
our underground scene as a collective. 
Most of the time when you think of a squat, 
you think of a dirty, ugly place where a 
bunch of punx hang out and drink. I know 
this is stereotypical to say that but Unfor- 
tunately, that's the reality. Rozbrat, and 
I'm sure many more squats all over the 
world, break this stereotype. Hopefully 
this interview will give you an idea, or 
motivate some people to try to start some- 
thing just as cool The interview was done 
in Polish, it was translated by Niki (Alert 
Zine), asked by Tom, Answered by 
Grzester. 

PS. Please excuse if some things won't 
make sense, it's really hard to translate 
things exactly how they are. 

0: To start with, say something about the 
history of the squat. Do you keep in touch 
with other squats? 

A: Rozbrat has existed and developed for 
over three years now, and we do keep in 
touch with the other squats but it's not in 
a form of cooperation or something, rather 
normal visits. Too bad that the squatters 
movement in Poland is not so big. With 
the two squats in Wractaw and Krakow, 
we visit each other on occasions. But 
Razbrat cooperates with squat “Kopi" in 
Berlin, Germany. I guess you can say 
that our cooperation is based on friend- 
ship and brotherhood. They are familiar 
with our situation, and we are with theirs. 
In the Spring , when our electricity got cut 
off, they (Kopi) decided to organize Soli- 
darity, from which the money was put to- 
wards helping us. Also a PA system was 
bought which just last night was tested at 
our show. Sometimes our bands go to play 
at Kopi and their bands come to play here 
at Rozbrat. Kopi is always offering help 
whenever we need it and we will always 


be thankful for that. Even though the 
squatters at Rozbrat are not very mobile, 
people outside our country have heard of 
us. For example, the vocalist for Gedeon 
Jurubal, who lives right now in Canada, 
and when he was in Lisbon he heard of 
Rozbrat there. When he came to Poland 
he found it somehow and visited. 

Q: Where do the squatters get the money 
from? You have to survive somehow. 

A: Everyone has their own way of getting 
money; work, child support, student loans, 
sometimes parents help out. But many 
squatters here don't do anything and they 
never really have any money. It's not 
easy, even if you're squatting you gotta 
have some cash for food, to pay for elec- 
tricity, to chip in for staff. Before it was 
different, no one wanted to work (welfare 
makes people tazy) which wasn't too good 
because then they had too much free time 
which brought up stupid ideas, and that 
collided with those who were in school or 
working. Right now, in Rozbrat, 2 people 
are in University, before students were 
the majority. 

0: In February 1996, a few boneheads 
broke into the squat at night, and tried to 
trash the place and beat up the squatters. 
They ended up stabbing a girt (Sloma) who 
was asleep. Say something about what 
happened and what were the conse- 
quences. 

A: Feb. 96, I wasn't living there at the 
time, so I don't want to talk about what 
their feelings were when it happened. 
Some people moved out after the incident. 
Sloma, who was injured, tives in a squat 
in Berlin. She came down for the last court 
session. One of the skinheads went to jail, 
the rest got fines and probations. I guess 
it's not that bad but it could be better. And 
the one convicted is probably not the only 
one guilty. I don't think anyone here is 
afraid of that happening again, but actu- 
ally, in September '97, at night, three 
people with guns showed up and the day 
after, a group were on there way to start 


something but they got caught by the cops. 
The boneheads that we meet on the streets 
regularly get their asses kicked. It's ac- 
tually easier to get in shit with someone 
other than a bonehead here. 

0: How do the parents of the squatters 
react to the fact that children are living 
in a squat? 

A: Well, our parents have different views 
about this place (same with some friends), 
but that's normal. Some accept it, and 
some don't. Some parents visit us here, 
some don't even know where we live. 
Sometimes it's a waste of time and pa- 
tience to try to explain it to parents, or 
grand parents. For example, only a small 
part of my family knows where I live, and 
they don’t really like it, rather tolerate it, 
but I'm too old to listen to them about where 
I should live. It's similar with the others. 
And friends who aren't in the scene don't 
understand either, but they don't under- 
stand our ideology, and we don't expect 
them to. 

0: How did the 3 year anniversary go? 

A: Thank god less people showed up than 
last year. The party went on for about 
three days without stopping. The bands 
that played were: Swiat Czarownic, 7 
Godzin Snu, Rottweiler, Upsidedown, In- 
communicado, Kontext, Impotencja, Brudne 
Dzieci Sida. There was a stage play, 
dancing (po go), drinking, smoking, etc. Too 
bad that the weather wasn't too great. I 
guess the most emotional time of the party 
was when everyone was singing 'happy 
birthday’. There was a birthday cake with 
three candles, and champagne. The whole 
thing was a lot of fun but I think three 
days was a little too long. 

0: What do you think about theft? 

A: Right now I have a negative view on 
stealing, because three weeks ago, one 
of our new bikes got stolen and awhile 
ago money was getting stolen from our 
rooms, and that's fucked. I used to steal 
from stores, not on thb squat, but now I 
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think it brings more damage than benefits. 

If there's thieves in our scene, then it's a 
great "scene". There’s no place here for 
that. And as to shoplifting, a wave of that 
came here from the states, it's totally stu- 
pid. I guess if you won’t steal from stores, 
you won’t steal on the squat. 

0: Rozbrat provides a place for collec- 
tives, and organizations to meet. What 
kinds of meetings take ptace at the squat? 
A: Anarchist Federation (FA) from our re- 
gion meets here every once in a while. 
Every week, on Wednesdays, autonomists 
from our city (Poznan) meet here. Be- 
fore they used to meet at a bar downtown, 
and I guess that was better because "nor- 
mal” people could of ended up there, but 
now here only the ones interested in this 
come. But still, that’s good that something's 
going on and we can provide a place. 
When it comes to major meetings, like the 
FA ones, or others, the squatters prefer 
that the people don’t sleep in the main 
building where we live. As to the national 
FA, or Feminist meetings that took place 
here it seems like many people just come 
to hang out and party. It's loud at night, 
parties till the next morning, broken bottles 
everywhere. We don't really approve of 
that anymore. 

0: Considering that i t't illegal to squat 
buildings, how do you deal with that. 

A: The cops have given us tickets many 
times for squatting. For now, the only le- 
gal thing we have is electricity. Our elec- 
tricity got cut off before, so that was a 
reason to get it legally. We’re hoping to 
register our collective for this building so 
we wouldn't have problems with the cops, 
so it will be more "legal” to live here, but 
we haven't gotten around to it yet. But I 
have to add that Rozbrat, for 2 and a half 
years was 100% illegal. They wanted to 
give us a huge fine for "stealing*' elec- 
tricity but thanx to our friend's (Piszpunt) 
good negotiation skills (he was in a city 
council), the amount was dropped to be 
more reasonable for us to pay. In the 
summer our water got cut off too, and soon 
we gotta get it somehow, maybe even le- 
gally. Some "ideologists” might accuse 
us of betraying our betiefs, but they can 
fuck off and try to bathe in a teaspoon of 
water for months. .For now we're using 
the kindness of neighbors (a print shop 
and a car saloon) but we can’t keep do- 
ing that forever . 

0: What do you see happening in the fu- 
ture? Do you think that sometime you'll 
regret this choice? 


A: Personally I'm not afraid that in a few 
years I’ll look back and say that living in 
a squat was a waste of time, I hope that 
others think the same. I think I made the 
right choice coming here. It's hard to write 
about this, you'd have to experience it. 
Sometimes I have doubts but overall, it’s 
some kind of initiative. Here we don't have 
time to be bored. There's so much stuff to 
do here and it never ends. 

0: What happened to the people who 
started the squat? What wilt you do when 
Rozbrat wilt be gone? 

A: Some of them came back after awhile, 
some went back to live with parents, some, 
rented apartments and are happy that they 
got privacy and peace. That’s their life. 
I've observed that many peopte don’t took 
at them in a very good way. They were 
just normat people. They did a great job, 
and even harder than what we do here 
now. They made some mistakes for which 
we sometimes have to pay. But the be- 
ginnings are always hard and we're thank- 
ful for it. The future? I.No Future. 2. The 
future is created everyday. If you got 
drunk and fucked something up on the way 
to the squat, then you're making the fu- 
ture harder in a way. We have to con- 
centrate on our everday actions. 

I don't realty know the answer to the 
second question. I don’t know what I would 
do if Rozbrat wouldn't be there anymore. 
Maybe there witl be another squat, maybe 
many, maybe none. We’ll see when it hap- 
pens. 

0 : What is currently going on in the squat? 
A: For a few months now we have an an- 
archist library going, but that's mostly 
thanx to the people in the Anarchist Fed- 
eration (FA). It's still expanding, we get 
new books all the time and the library has 
over 100 members right now and there's 
atways more signing up. We're thinking 
about getting a computer. A lot of people 
from out of the scene come here too, if 
they need information on some topic for 
school or something. We still need more 
books/zines/newspapers, etc., so if 
anyone's’* got anything they don't need, 
please send it to us. 

We also have a bar/pub called "A-Raj”, 
in the winter time it's not open that often, 
and in the summer time it's open every- 
day, the whole day. When we have shows, 
and mostly on the weekends it's packed, 
and what’s most important no one has to 
go downtown for a beer (ours is cheaper 
anyway). Sometimes when we need to 
have a meeting, usually we go there. The 
pub is a big part of our collective. Right 


now we don't have a "squat band” for a 
lot of reasons. And the initiative of form- 
ing "20 Dirty Squatters” ended after the 
first practice. We have a newsletter out 
by the same name. It’s mostly aimed for 
the people living here, but I guess anyone 
can get it. We have a hall for band prac- 
tices , where bands can come and prac- 
tice for a smalt amount of money. I know 
that's too bad, but the electricity isn’t free 
and someone has to pay for it. 

0: How do you deal with overnight guests? 

A: It's not a problem if we know the people 
who want to stay over. If anyone wants 
to crash, that's cool, but it’s a bit different 
if no one knows them. We have to have a 
talk with the individual first. We have a 
guest room where 3-4 people can stay. 
Sometimes shit happens and we have to 
kick out our guests. That is if someone's 
not behaving respectfully to the squat or 
the squatters, if. they 're really drunk, or 
causing troubte. In the summertime we 
have problems with drunk punx who 
"squat” the other buildings of the squat 
and make a total mess there, they go on 
our neighbors property, which they don't 
appreciate, or sometimes even try to 
threaten us. So we just have no choice 
but to chase them out with bats. So then 
they go and spread rumors about us that 
we charge peopte for sleeping over or 
something, which is not true. Also, another 
thing, if someone's under 18, they're not 
allowed to stay here. That is because too 
many times we had parents or cops com- 
ing here, looking for their runaways, and 
we'd end up getting in shit. So not always 
"to want” is "to be able to” stay. Many 
people we took in turned out not how we 
expected. A few days ago we had two 
punks here (one German and one Polish) 
and when they were leaving, they wrote 
all over the walls with markers. We thank 
them very much and they’lt never be al- 
lowed here again. 

0: Anything you want to add? 

A: To end with, I want to say, one more 
time, that the biggest problem on the squat 
aren’t the skinheads, or the cops, but our 
friends and ourselves. We gotta have 
some "self discipline”. To keep a squat , 
there's a lot of initiative needed. Also, 
you gotta be ready for the worst, that 
someone may break in, that the tempera- 
ture might drop in the middle of winter, 
and shit like that, not to be surprised later. 
OK, that's about it.

lous fines. J.A.M. got directly implicated with 
the Montreal police to denounce the abuse 
of power and brutality of some of the cops 
assigned to police station 33 and try to make 
them understand our values and mentality. 
They have used many different ways to put 
pressure on the cops and destabilize their 
corrupted inner police fraternity, such as the 
media, video cameras, lawyers, and direct in- 
terventions to help the punks defend them- 
selves against the cops abuse of power. 
They’ve also distributed cards showing how 
to use our rights to our benefit to deal with 
the cops, the final results were pretty good, 
they obtained the suspension of a few dirty 
pigs at station 33, a big reduction in fines and 


police brutality as well as a reduction of 30- 
40 cops from the anti punk squad assigned 
to Bern square park. The greatest accom- 
plishment was the dismantling of the dreaded 
station 33, it has now been replaced by smaller 
stations which should promote peace and 
harmony in the underground (BIG JOKE!!!) HA!

L’X: Because of a riot that happened on 
May 16 1996, punks were banned from all the 
bars in Montreal. That meant no more gigs 
for a while. We couldn't stand this situation 
any longer and decided to do something about 


it- about a dozen punks went to see the 
mayor of Montreal to ask him for a aban- 
doned building that we could fix up and then 
occupy as a concert place with a bar, an info 
shop, a record distribution, a couple of prac- 
tice rooms, and a few workshops (sewing, 
recycling furniture, silk screening, sound tech- 
nic, and a community kitchen). It was a long 
process, but after two years L’X is a collec- 
tive which encourages DJ.Y personal expres- 
sion and creativity.

C.O.BP. (citizens opposed to police bru- 
tality) is a group of nonworking activists do- 
ing cop watch to denounce police brutality 
and try inform the population of what is really 
going on, especially relations between cops 
and “unfortunate people’’. On December 3rd, 
a protest to denounce poverty in Montreal 
was organized by the C.O.B.P. to make they're 
message clear to the mayor and CJ.E. A 
bunch of people went into the most luxurious 
restaurant, 'Queen Elizabeth', and took all the 
food they could possibly fit in they’re arms 
and pockets in front of everybody's face. They 
then decided to move to the welfare office 
to occupy the space, and thea-police!! About 
20 police cars, trucks and, of course, the anti- 
riot squad.

We met Anti-Product while driving 
Diskonto around the East Coast last fall 
and were extremely impressed by how se- 
rious this band takes their music and poli- 
tics. Anti-Product were nearing the end of 
their own U.S. tour when they stopped in 
Minneapolis fora show at the Insur-Recre- 
ation Center, where this interview took 
place. Representing the P.E. Team are Jon 
and Dan. Anti-Product is: Tiana-vocals, 
Chris - Guitar and vocals, Matt -Bass, Dave 
- Drums 

PE: Anti-Product has a sound, and graphi- 
cal style for your records, that is compa- 
rable to such bands as Aus-Rotten and 
Mankind. Was this intentional? 

Chris: I know that was something we were all 
really into when we first saw those bands and 
started this one. That was the type of stuff we 
were listening to when Anti-Product first 
started. 

Tiana: As our tastes grow to include new styles 
of music then our band grows too. A lot of 
people have told us our music sounds differ- 
ent on the first 7" and the second 7". 

Chris: It has to do with the area we live in. 
We're in between Connecticut and Pittsburgh 
in upstate New York. There's not a lot going 
on there so we would have to travel to Pitts- 
burgh or New York City to see shows. 

Tiana: One of the main reasons we got into 
those bands is because they are near us and 
more tangible than some other bands like from 
the West Coast. 

Chris: There's a lot of people in Binghampton 
who are into the same kind of stuff and got 
into it at the same time. A lot of people got 
into it back when The Pist and Mankind were 
still together and they came and heavily influ- 
enced a lot of people in the scene. 

PE: Do you get a lot of shit for taking such 
an obvious political stance? 

Tiana: Yeah, I think our political ideologies 
tend to turn a lot of people off — they see us 
as being “P.C.” They’re not really ready to 
challenge the socialization within themselves 
and they just want to stay away from it and 
“have a good time.” Our feeling is that having 
a good time is great, but there’s also a more 
important agenda. 

PE: Does being overtly political actually 
hinder getting your point across some 
times? 

Chris: Well it depends. Sometimes it’s actu- 
ally pretty awesome. Like we played in 
Ashland, Oregon and a lot of the people were 
already into the same kind of politics. 

Tiana: Yeah, it was kind of like we continued 
the ideas and helped reiterate the politics they 
were already into. I think a lot of people who 
are really active in political stuff tend to get 
burned out and it’s nice to hear a band that 
inspires you to keep going. 

Chris: But also there are times when people 



just leave because we talk about politics be- 
tween our songs. They just look at you like 
“huh?” and walk away. 

Tiana: I don’t know how many times we’ve 
heard “Shut up and play!”

Tiana: I still think it’s important to say what 
we have to say.

[play at home], because sometimes people will 
argue with us between every song. That’s still 
good because at least it’s bringing out all these 
issues that wouldn’t normally be talked about. 
We even get letters from people in 
Binghampton and they’ve said “I’m glad you 
said that because it made me think about it 
more.” Also, all over there does seem to be 
this growing a-political thing going on. 

PE: So you get a backlash from people at 
shows, saying you’re “P.C." 

Tiana: Almost every one! 

Chris: Yeah, that’s what we’ve been labelled 
so everyone that’s anti-P.C. hates us already. 

I guess they need to grab onto something so 
that anti-P.C. thing is their movement or group 
to belong to... I don’t know. 

Tiana: Yeah, it’s not just in our hometown ei- 
ther. I find it really incredible how many cities 
we have been to this far that we get this. Like 
I sing songs about feminism and we get people 
who say “Fuck Feminism” or “Fuck you femi- 
nazi!” and “Shut up and play!” I was more 
surprised than anything. I expect that from 
small towns, but we’ve gotten it in some big- 
ger places too. I think it’s unfortunate, but I 
also have to put it into perspective, again, that 
the punk scene is just one very small faction 
in society. I mean it’s definitely an important 
tool, for myself and the band, but it’s not the 
only one and there’s definitely other way to 
get through to people. 




PE: Are you discouraged by the fact that 
there is such a really small minority of ac- 
tive women punks in the movement? 

Tiana: We actually did a tally of how many 
bands we played with that had women in them. 
So far we’ve played with 58 different bands 
o’n this tour and only six of them had women 
in them. For me that was really quite shock- 
ing because it seemed less of a problem until 
I saw the statistic. 
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PE: Have you noticed that the punk scene 
in general has gotten a lot less politicized? 
Its one thing to try to reach outside the 
punk scene but sometimes don’t you feel 
you have a big enough workload bringing 
out your ideas even within the scene? 




Chris: Yeah it didn’t seem like that when we 
were playing the shows but looking back at 
the list it was quite different. 

Tiana: One of the good things about us talk- 
ing in between songs is that we can bring up 
these issues. Like the fact that sexism still 
exists within the punk movement, even though 
there is this myth that it doesn’t. A lot of women 
have come up to me after our set and have 


said “Wow, that 
was really great.” 
and Thank you for 
talking about it.” It 
think that’s really 
nice, but there defi- 
nitely still needs to 
be more bands and 
people talking 
about it. I think 
more women need 
to be taking part 
and attending punk 
rock shows. 

PE: How can 

greater participa- 
tion by women be 
encouraged? 
Tiana: Even just by 
having a band with 
women in it and 
talking about these 
issues which per- 
tain specifically to 
women’s repres- 
sion. I think also 
that it’s not just a 
women’s thing, but 
everyone needs to 
challenge it, includ- 
ing men. I think a 
big part of punk 
and hardcore is 
this really macho 
thing and women 
don’t really feel 
welcomed. I think 
we just need to 
keep calling out to 
people to recog- 
nize the problem 

and change it. 

PE: I think it does take women to bring up 
the issue because men usually won’t rec- 
ognize the problem on their own. 

Chris: Yeah, but men need to create a more 
friendly environment where women will be 
welcome. A lot of times at shows there will be 
some big guy dancing up front and all the 
women will be in the back or be trampled on 


and be hurt. Something has to be said about 
that. 

PE: Even in Minneapolis it’s still like that 
too. You’ll have 50 or 60 people who want 
to enjoy the show and then two or three 
big guys start kicking everyone's’ ass and 
the whole place clears out. 

Tiana: On this tour I have realty noticed how 
much sexism still exists within the punk and 
hardcore scene. I’m planning to do some writ- 
ings for different zines to talk about this more. 
We’ve really experienced some harsh shit like 
rude, obnoxious, sexist jokes and the like. At 
the Goleta Fest and these two women came 
up to me after our set and said “We’re so glad 
^ you came here. We just had this incredibly 
' sexist encounter with this band and there was 
nobody here to support us.” I think it’s incred- 
ible that there are all these people who claim 
to be anti-sexist, anti-racist, and anti-ho- 
mophobic, but when it comes to challenging it 
within their own movement they just distance 
themselves from it. It’s so wild that it can just 
take one woman coming to really make a dif- 
ference. 

PE: A lot of people will just ignore a prob- 
lem because it’s the easiest thing to do. 

Chris: I think going out on tour this summer 
has really put a lot of this in perspective. I 
almost expect to see this kind of shit where 
we’re from, because it’s a small town, but it 
seems to be a problem everywhere. 

Tiana: It’s really a reflection of the majority of 
society in general. 

PE: It seems to be like that everywhere. 
Minneapolis has a reputation for being a 
really active punk scene, but even herewe 
still have to deal with this sexist, macho 
shit all the time. It’s just and endless 
struggle. 

Tiana: Yeah, it’s a small portion of the bigger 
problem in every day society. I mean not only 
do I experience sexism within the punk scene, 
but when I go to work I experience sexism, 
when I go to school I experience sexism. It’s 
just a reflection of what’s really going on in 
society. It’s definitely something that needs 
to be challenged within the punk and hardcore 
movement, but everywhere else too. 

Chris: I guess seeing this stuff going on in 
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everyday life is expected, but when you see it 
in the punk scene too it’s really disappointing. 
Tiana: I think there are a lot of people who 
think that you can just put on an anti-sexism 
patch, or declare themselves to be anti-sex- 
ist, that it absolves you of all sexism. I feel 
that we’ve all really been socialized in this 
sexist society sincere the day we were born, 
the day we set foot on this earth, and it’s go- 
ing to take a lot more than just sewing on a 
patch and that makes everything OK. Sex- 
ism is something all of us are going to be strug- 
gling with until the day we die. 

PE: It really takes a lifetime to break down 
the barriers which your were taught. No- 
body wants to keep their defense mecha- 
nisms up 24-7, but you still need to chal- 
lenge people on these things all the time. 
Chris: Yeah, it’s not easy being the “asshole” 
all the time, because that’s what people per- 
ceive you to be when you say something. 
Tiana: I think another issue which people 
seem to ignore is the racism within the move- 
ment. One thing that was nice about visiting 
the West Coast was that there was a lot of 
Latino and Mexicanos within the punk scene. 
To me that is very contrasting to the scene 
that is one the East Coast. New York City is a 
little more diverse, but over all it’s a really 
white-oriented scene. Being a Puerto Rican 
woman in the punk and hardcore scene, it is 
kind of nice to feel a little more sense of diver- 
sity. Still though, when you look at the punk 
and hardcore scene, it is still really white ori- 
ented and I think we all need to start ques- 
tioning and looking at why that is, look at which 
doors we need to open to people of other dif- 
ferent races. I’m not sure if I have a tangible 
answer to that, but I think there are still people 
who don’t think that racism still exists even 
after you say that you are not racist. Again, 
it’s a constant struggle and I think it’s an issue 
that is a little more touchy. I think a lot of people 
still have a lot of internalized racism inside of 
them and if they recognize this they will auto- 
matically get the finger pointed at them. It’s 
really a major problem that will probably al- 
ways exist and a lot of people in the punk and 
hardcore movement haven’t even begun to 
challenge it. I see so many people with anti- 
Nazi patches, but even still when you look 
around us' you have to wonder where are all 
the Black people, where are all the Latino 
people, where are all the Asian people, Na- 
tive Americans, etc? There’s just barriers; 
doors we are not opening, things we are not 
talking about. 

PE: It may also be because of the music. 
Groups like ARA have done Hip Hop events 
where they get people from all ethnic back- 
grounds attending. 

Tiana: From my own observations I think punk 
get’s lumped in with heavy metal and hard rock 
in general as a very white thing by the main- 
stream media. This may be something that 
helps make some people feel really uncom- 



fortable. Also, I 
grew up in a really 
white suburban 
area and I still have 
trouble relating to 
other people of 
color in urban ar- 
eas. Other people 
have told me they 
have the same ex- 
perience. 

PE: Also, there 
are certain peer 
pressures that 
keep people from 
crossing the 
bridge between 
the races. I know 
some people in 
the scene who 
have gotten a lot 
of shit from their 
friends and family 
for hanging out 
with a bunch of 
white punks. 
Tiana: Yeah, I’ve 
heard that from my 
cousins who call 
me a “cracker” or 
something. I think 
one important way 
to deal with that is 
to stress the politi- 
cal side of the punk 
scene; something 
where we can re- 
ally open up a 
door... [the inter- 
view was briefly in- 
terrupted at this 
point] 


PE: What are some plans in the near fu- 
ture of Anti-Product? 

Dave: A third 7” record. Neil from Tribal War 
is going to do it and it’s going to be a benefit 
for a tour he is trying to organize next sum- 
mer. He’s going to go to all of the primate 
research centers around the country and 
spend like four or five days in each city, orga- 
nizing protests, doing workshops and shows, 
basically trying to bring some light to the sub- 
ject of primate research. So the third seven 
inch basically deals with the subject of animal 
rights and it’s going to be a benefit for that 
tour, to raise money for gas and food. 

PE: You did your first record yourself and 
the second on Tribal War; which way do 
you think it worked out the best? 

Dave: It benefits both ways. 

Chris: The first one was actually supposed to 
be done by this local label— the name is actu- 
ally on the corner of the record cover— but he 
didn’t really end up helping us out on the first 
pressing. It just didn’t work out and we got 


tired of waiting, so we put it out ourselves. It 
was pretty satisfying to do it, to work on the 
whole thing, but Neil can get better distribu- 
tion than we can. With our first record we 
basically sent them to Neil anyway, so letting 
him do the second record definitely had the 
benefit of better distribution. For that first 
record we really had to scrape up all the money 
and now we’re really in debt. 

Tiana: We also want to do an LP [which will 
come out on PE/Skuld]. 

PE: Anything to add or say to the readers? 

Tana: Thanks to Neil, our pirate! 

Chris: Yeah, he’s definitely helped us out a 
lot. I guess we should really say thanks to 
everyone who’s helped on this tour, set up 
shows, put us up, or cooked for us. That’s 
given us a reallygood sense of community by 
helping us out.

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PE: Who is Abuso Sonoro and what 
is your purpose as a band?? 

Angelo - Well, we're: Elaine(vocals), 
A r i 1 s o n ( guitar/vocals), 
Juquinha(drums), Rui(guitar) and 
Angelo(bass) and this our newest 
lineup and with that we have no stuff 
recorded. Since 1993 we have had 
a lot of changes, before I played gui- 
tar and Arilson the bass, but we re- 
solved to change it, many drummers 
also passed by the band and recently 
our vocalist (the only original mem- 
ber) left us. Our purpose musically 
is do a kind of hard-core that we like, 
meet people, do friendship,... Politi- 
cally speaking we're an anarchist 
band, our songs are points of view 
related to our political convictions, 
we want to show what we fell 
through our songs, we don't try to 
deroutinate people, the interest 
should start by them, we believe that 
the revolution starts by yourself. Of 
course some bands can change oth- 
ers behavior, it can happen when 
someone listens to our songs, but this 
isn't our intention. 

Elaine - Our music, our way of think- 
ing and acting always make present 
practically since the start. What we 
try to pass through our music are 
words of our reflections, all we live 
and practice is exposed in our lyrics, 
many things can be far out from us 
(Chiapas; Hiroshima&Nagazaki;East 
Timor; Sem Terra; Mumia Abu-Jamal; 
Black Panthers...) but it is always 
present in our lives, our day-by-day. 
We're an internationalist band!!! 


PE: What sort of activities are you in- 
volved in outside of playing HC/ Punk 
music £ 

Angelo - 3 of us participate on anar- 
chist groups called U.L.B.S.(/ 
Uniao Libertaria da Baixada 
OQ j Santista/Libratory Union of 


Baixada Santista), which is a local group 
that has 5 years, we develop activities, 
always on anarchism, put out spoken 
words/open talks, theatre performances, 
demonstrations, etc. For two years we're 
releasing also another project called 



"100% Contracultura/100% Countercul- 
ture", where we work out with lots of top- 
ics on the whole contraculture, and in this 
year we plan to do the 3rd one, cos it 
search to get people inside and outside 
the scene. 

Besides the U.L.B.S., we have the A.C.R. 
project, which is an anti-racist group, de- 
veloping lots of activities, it has 5 chap- 
ters around the country, and each chapter 
develops a campaign, it can be national 
or international. We work for the Mumia 
Abu-Jamal case along with the Sao 
Paulo's chapter, we tried many times to 
give a 4000 petition list to the American 
consulate in Sao Paulo, but they refused 


it. This consulate already has many rac- 
ists attitudes, denying passport docu- 
ment for black people and classifying 
people for their look and refusing these 
documents. 

Elaine also participates an a anarcho- 
feminist info circle, formed re- 
cently with the intention to make a 
bond between all the anarcho-femi- 
nist inside an outside the scene. 
Promote talkings/spoken words, 
public demonstrations and inten- 
sify the anarchist propaganda. 

Ruy doesn't live in our area (he 
lives in Sao Paulo), so he partici- 
pate on the scene and A.C.R. there. 
I participate on a libertary net in 
Baixada Santista, which is a project 
getting all the anarchists in the 
whole area and that aren't involved 
directly to U.L.B.S. or A.C.R., with 
this we plan try to work in a fed- 
erative way and in the future it can 
turn on a federation, and actually 
we're developing a course about 
anarchism during 3 months, to at- 
tract more people into politics and 
to the anarchist ideal, and hope to 
the future more people to fight 
along with us. Besides that, I run a 
label called Elephant Records, 
which already release 10 records 
(among Lps and 7" eps) with their 05 
years of existence and I'm doing zine too 
and Elaine runs a tape label/distro called 
Inner Liberation. 

PE: What is the Anarchist movements 
influence on the political climate in 
Brasil?? 

The anarchist influence here is still too 
small inside the Brasilian political scen- 
ery, for each election anarchist groups 
start their campaigns for the null vote 
(vote is obligatory here!) and for vote 
abstention. The anarchism here was 
buried by dictatorship during many 
years, and now starts to rebirth, there are 



many anarchist with more than 60 years 
old that still fight for their ideas and fre- 
quently make chats, we always count- 
ing with their support for our activities 
cos they have so much to teach us. The 
great time for anarchism in Brazil was 
between 1910 and 1930, many social 
changes happened by anarchist black- 
outs, for that old journals which showed 
the revolution and human conditions, 
that sympathize directly with the anar- 
chist cause. 

Today we restart to get this space, there 
are many anarchist between the Sem- 
Terras (movement which strive for 
agrarian reform here), which is one of 
the most upcoming social movements, 
they get so much support from the 
zapatistas but they don't have a definite 
ideology, they just call themselves left- 
ists, but they're not a political party, 
which helps a lot in approximate to try 
to work along with the anarchists. 

Now there was also created Zapatista 
Supporter Committee, which partici- 
pates priests, Marxists, anarchists, 
punks, straight edgers, common people 
and this movement has grown up too 
much by the anarchist involved that 
don't let it be manipulated by left par- 
ties that make part of this too.

to the anarchists. What I want to com- 
ment here is that the dictatorship re- 
ceived strong support from the US 
government and mainly from the CIA 
and without them, they could not have 
done the military coup d'etat, Ameri- 
can militaries were sent to Brasil to 
teach torture tactics for the military 
policy, among other things. 


PE: What sort of impact do you think 
anarco-punk music has on the gen- 
eral population of Brasil? 

Angelo - Yes, but we don't believe that 
music simply would come to people 
and they will want to change their way 
because of determinated song, espe- 
cially older people, I think we could 
reach a small part of youth population, 
but many would get into it only for 
the music and not for what it proposes. 
Because of that we have our political 
activities, which are not vinculated to 
the bands, are just our cultural aspect, 
it's the way we found to express our- 
selves, we could find other ways like 
painting, writing, etc... its our way . 
Arilson - Here this kind of music is 
appreciated by a restricted amount of 
people, alternative radios are rare, it's 
very expensive to record stuff, we 
have only a few labels to make records 
and few places to play, it is very diffi- 
cult to get sound equipment in good 
conditions to play, these are some of 
the reasons why we have such 
a precary divulgation . 




The few that we have to make is sup- 
ported by a very small scene which sur- 
vives by cooperation of some people in- 
volved in it . It is very strange that the 
growing of a cultural demonstration 
which doesn't aim profits and exploita- 
tion has such difficult access . But we are 
working to change this. 

PE: Tell us about the current problems 
faced by Brasilians with police . 

Angelo - The State is the strong arm of 
the military & civil policy (here we have 
two different policies acting separately to 
control the people), most of all cops are 
corrupt, you can always read about po- 
lice corruption or about cops involved 
with assaults and all kinds of crimes. The 
police run away from the State control, 
they act like a armed and decontrolled 
militia. In 1993 Sao Paulo state was over 
with a penitentiary escape called 
Carandiru, and in cold blood they killed 
1 1 1 prisoners (official version), and this 
is only one of massacres that happened 
in the last 5 years, which proves that the 
brazilian police are totally disprepared, 
there were other massacres, like the mur- 
der of 1 8 Sem Terras (official version) in 
Eldorado dos Carajas on 1995, where the 
police shot against the workers who were 
doing a barricade as a form of protest, 
they shot in the workers direction killing 
children, men and women. These are just 
two cases, but there are hundreds com- 
mitted by cops during these years. 
About skinheads making part of the po- 
lice, we know about a 
lot of storids and we 
have signs related to 
both partys, and this is 
the perfect place to hide 
out cos inside the police 
it is easier to kill people 
without punishment. 

Arilson - The violence 
is intense . Slaughters, 
drug dealing, prejudice 
and stealing are some 
crimes committed 
which involves military 
police . 

Here there are prisons 


mostly like to be Nazi concentration 
camps, what they call "educating for so- 
cial reintegration”. When it doesn't costs 
the own prisioners life, the price is hu- 
miliation, living under threat, this kind 
of feeling is also shared by those who are 
on the streets, not literally jailed, but liv- 
ing afraid of those who should protect 
them. Other preoccupying fact is the 
growing number of patrimonial safety 
companies, which are built and armed 
like real militias. How can you believe 
in a policeman who during the free time^ 
steal cars and hides them so that in the 
next day, during the service, simulate the 
finding of the car to get the money of- 
fered by safety companies. How can you 
in believe in a policeman who exploits 
prostitutes, getting high amounts of 
money to protect them, and when they 
don't submit to pay, they are violently at- 
tacked and not allowed to work . 

PE: What impact does good old US. im- 
perialism have on the life of an average 
Brasilian?? 

The American way of life has a strong 
influence in the brazilian population, it 
can be middle or lower class, the Ameri- 
can imperialism attacks all of us, because 
it slave us in their factories, companies, 
with our cheap salaries, provided by a 3rd 
world country used to get cents for one 
day of working. The American imperial- 
ism has their tentacles connected to mul- 
tinationals that came to here to join for 
laws that have no taxes for big compa- 


nies, cause they bring more jobs for the 
country. But the reality is very different, 
lots of jobs given by short time and many 
factories automatic themselves with the 
time and then fire many workers, but al- 
though they (the companies) get benefits 
for 25 years. Besides that the FMI and 
the World Bank ask us for interest, but 
the debt was never forgotten. 

The American government tries to mold 
their wishes wanting that we make part 
of the ALCA, cos it will be easier to con- 
trol our steps, they worry about how we 
will lead our economic politics, without 
their help. The American imperialism 
forces lots of other countries with their 
rules. Mexico is an example, imprisoned 
to NAFTA, it will be the same if we get 
into ALCA. 

Arilson - We can see the influence on 
the behavior, we can give examples like 
the values that are not proper and restrict 
most of population, don’t matter what be 
the developed country. 

There is a part of society which consumes 
all the shitty superfluous culture and ig- 
nores their real identity, imposing to so- 
ciety that they try to make believe that is 
necessary to the formation of so desired 
status of modem man. We can see this 
kind of imperialism on a cultural aspect, 
and specially on the economic aspect. We 
absolutely don’t give a shit to their free 
trade agreements, which are nothing more 
that a virtual way of slaving us. We clearly 
see the interest to dominate us, and by all 
means they put their dirty fingers where 
they aren’t requested, they 
say they care about pres- 
ervation of Amazonia for- 
ests and, in reality, it’s 
nothing more than the de- 
sire of exploiting our 
natural resources. One 
example of that was the 
SIVAM project (Sistema 
de Vigilancia da 
AMazonia - Amazonia 
Vigilance System), that 
U.S.A. offered to patron- 
ize some time ago . 

PE: Brasil seems to be a 
country generally based 
on sexism . Has the An- 
archist punk community 


done much to change this over the past 
few years?? 

Angelo -Yes, Brazil is an extremely sex- 
ist/machoist & homophobic country and 
this reflects onto the whole population 
and a part of the scene. Today the anar- 
chopunk scene is less felt, but there are 
no punks into assume the gay choice, 
there isn't a queer scene, for example, 
some people still get chocked with these 
ideas into that mainly street punks who 
think they are in the beginning *of the 
80's. For many people it is hard to move 
away from some machoist/sexist vi- 
cious, but now there are a great 
evolution, many girls are in the 
scene now and when I say that it 
doesn't mean that they only go 
to the gigs, the girls really make 
part of the scene, playing in 
bands, doing zines and meeting 
to change info, etc... Today there 
is more respect than some years 
ago, but unfortunately it doesn't 
reflect onto society. For most of 
the people (including women), 
sex appeal is just a gun to use in 
the right time, many pop bands 
use this to sell records; and there 
are many bands who explore 
image of semi-nude girls danc- 
ing. Other alternative bands that 
say silly things in their lyrics 
about women, are extremely 
machoist, but the population just 
reproduces that. 

Elaine- We can say that sexism 
is something too much discussed in the 
anarchist/punk community, but there are 
many mistakes related to this. I can say 
that this is something very complex for 
many people, because this discussion 
many times is a reflection of what people 
absorbed from outside and not from our 
daily reality. The anti-machoist/sexist 
fight is faced by many girls here (ex- 
cept for anarcho feminist/punks) for 
texts/examples from American girls 
reflexions, very far from our reality. We 
live in a stagnated, reactionary and op- 
pressor society, so its necessary to unite 
and keep in mind directely in what is 
related to changes. 

PE: Well, add what you feel necessary 
to convey your message / ideas 


here. Angelo - I think that the zines are 
the best we have to pass our ideas, and 
the internet is something that I appreci- 
ate a lot, cos this net is something very 
anarchic, no leaders and no laws, of 
course big companies are taking benefits 
from this too, but there is too much valu- 
able info and it can be well used. Unfor- 
tunately the internet doesn't come to all 
the houses, few people own that, but I be- 
lieve that the revolution should use all 
forms to expression, without it corrupt- 
ing your ideas, do you know what I mean? 
The mass media can transform the revo- 


lution into a cheap fashion, today you see 
Che Guevara silk screened on t-shirts and 
been treated like a saint or something like 
that. 30 years ago the media didn't talk 
about him; today he was absorbed, and 
doesn't have a real danger. For that we 
have to have a big care for pass our ideas, 
cos we can be for any moment cloned on 
a shelf in a supermarket. We believe that 
revolution should be done for all, and not 
by a revolutionary vanguard, as the com- 
munist believe, but for that we had to have 
our own media, like the end of the cen- 
tury here in Brasil, there were hundreds 
of workers journals spreading the idea of 
a social revolution, and it brings people 
to see the reality. The actual media keeps 
the population blinded and alienated, for 
each bad new given is present a trivial 


thing to compensate the peoples feelings 
and in the end they don’t remember any- 
thing that they were complaining about. 

PE: Please give us a discography of all 
A.S. releases. 

Well, in these 05 years we put out a good 
quantity of stuff, until now were 5 x 
7”eps and lots of songs in compilations 
released in 7", CD, LP formats. Our Eps 
so far are: Jogo Sujo 7" (Low Life Rees / 
Brasil), Prispes 7" (Panx/France), Split 
7" w/Detestation (Six Weeks/USA), 
Revolte-se 7" (Sin Fronteiras/USA) and 
our new 7" was released Ital- 
ian label called Bomber Rees 
and it calls Ja Basta!. Some 
of them are still out in some 
distros, but most are not, in the 
USA I think its possible to 
find two of our eps. And we 
have a tape released by Sin 
Fronteiras, called Tortura, 
nunca mais!!! (which has all 
of our stuff, except for the 
new 7"). Besides the eps as I 
said before, we participate in 
a lot of compilations, and 
most of that material are in the 
Revolte-se 7". We make that 
cos we think that with much 
more people can get this stuff, 
as many compilations just be- 
came restricted to their coun- 
tries.

A//P: The anti political trend 
within the punk scene is nothing 
more than reacti ona ry bullshit. Its all

The 
anti-p.c. movement 
is just a right 
wing bait to di- 
vide the left, and 
the kids eat it up.

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and his Republican circus. So yeah, 
either you give a fuck or you don*t. As 
far as whether or not punk still holds 
some worth in the anarchist movement at 

large, yes it still 
holds an open door 
to more radical 
thought. Punk has 
served as the larg- 
est catalyst for 
the anarchist move- 
ment in the last 21 years. The anarcho 
punk movement has yet to become co-opted 
and obsolete like the majority of the 
hippies in the sixties. 

PE: A//Political seems somewhat unique 

today that you invite speakers and 
tables from various social/ 
political causes to appear at 
your shows. Is this part 
of a conscious effort to 
legitimize the political 
nature of punk or just a 
nostalgic trip back to 
the peace punk days? Bo 
these activities actually 
help bring about social 
change? 

A//P: The purpose of our show's 
is to propagate the ideas that 
we espouse. We*ve had several differ- 
ent groups set up at our gigs to share 
their ideas as well, including the Balti- 
more G-MB of the Industrial Workers of the 
World, Claustrophobia Anarchist Collec- 
tive, Black Planet Books, Maryland Animal 
Advocates, and we've had Food not Bombs 
serve vegan meals on several occasions. 

It helps the kids know what * s going on 
locally and provides an information base 
which they may not have easy access to, 
if any of them come away with any new 
ideas or get involved in any of those 
groups, well thats the whole point of it 
all isn*t it? 


PE: You have produced a number of 
communiques which I presume are handed 
out at shows. Is this non-music effort

this as something you will continue in 
the future? 


A//P: We've produced 7 communiques to 
date and have several more in IBHH 
the works. We are working out 
plans to publish a book some- 
time in the end of this year 
that will print all of our 
communiques essays and ar- 
ticles, as well as artwork and 
other odd bits.

We criticize the punk 
scene because we are punks, taking a 
critical look at ourselves, our actions, 
and our immediate environment is an 
important first step to changing society. 

PEs Another communique extols anarcho- 
syndicalism (work place organising and 
trade unionism) as an important revolu- 
tionary tool and vision of future soci- 
ety. However, most punks— and young 
people in general— have little access to 
union jobs or work in places where such 
activities would be nearly impossible, 
and therefore such ideas are incomprehen- 
sible. Do you think syndicalism has a 
place in modern anarchist organising and 
how do you overcome resistance to the 
idea of organised labor? 

A//P: To take control of the means of 
production is one of the basic tenets of

PE: A//Political and the Crasshole Col- 
lective are very active in the idea of 
forming an international Anarcho-Punk 
Federation. Can you tell us a little 
about why such a federation is so impor- 
tant and what 
you are doing 
in your area 
to make it 
happen?

within the anarcho punk scene who do alot 
of really inspiring stuff. Unfortunately, 
with a lot of the anti-political back- 
lash, their actions all too often go 
unnoticed. They get burnt out, frus- 
trated, and isolated, some of them feel 
they have to move on to a more accepting/ 
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supportive environment for their ideas, 
so they move onto other social circles, 
others just get lost, and some give into 
the rampant apathy of punk rock. Well, it 
shouldn*t be that way, anarcho punks are 
and have always been some of the most 
active participents in the diy movement, 
the A.P.F. is based on networking, on 
joining our actions together and building 
stronger communication links. We publish 
the anarchist paper COUNTERCULTURE to- 
wards this end, and 
we do plenty of 
networking ourselves 
locally and interna- 
tionally to encour- 
age others to get 
more active and up 
the struggle. 


PE: The Anarchist- 
Youth Federation, of 
the late 80 ' s and 
early 90 * 3 , was 
mainly made up by a 
social club of pen- 
pals around the 
world. When efforts 
were made to formal- 
ize the organiza- 
tional structure and 
make actual federa- 
tion-wide actions, 
it all fell apart 
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To let those within and without the 
movement know that the anarcho punk 
movement is very much alive and well. We 
also stress solidarity and communication 
as essential ingredients towards our 
goal. As far as building the network into 
a more solidified Federation, the choice 
of that has been left up to those who 
have written us and shown an interest. 

As it stands right now punks in Chile, 
the Phillipines., England, and elsewhere 

Europe, 
of course all 
over the U.S. 
have taken 
interest in 
forming A.P.F. 
Primary Croups,

still active today, but we'd imagine that 
it may be a bit odd being as they are us 

in 15 years! 


PE: I know Chuck has 
a child now; how has 
fatherhood affected 
your anarcho-punk 
beliefs? 


A//P: If anything I 
think that since lexy 
(my daughter) was 
born it has further 
solidified my faith 
in anarchism. To see 
her each day is to 
know' that life is not 
something to be hin- 
dered or to be bound 
down. I am here to 
act as a guide along 
life's path for her, 
not as an authoritar- 
ian father figure, but that of an equal 
and a loving, caring campassionat e fellow 
human. I see further the strength of 
mutual aid and close-knit community 
expecially in the raising of children. 

I may not be able to go to all the 
show's that i would like or do as many 
things as I would other wise, but I 
have found new things that fill my 
life, and I still manage to be very 
active politicaly 


PE: Even in the anarcho-punk 
scene, women continue to take 
a secondary role in participa- 
tion and leadership (for a 
lack of better term). I see 
this as a poor reflection on 
our anarchist beliefs and how 
can we, as men, help destroy 
patriarchal dominance within 
our own scene? 
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A//P: As basic as it 
may seem, by con- 
fronting it. By 
calling people on 
their shit, and by 
treating the wimmin 
we know active 
within the scene 
with the respect 
that they deserve. 

Too many times when 
you see a guy ap- 
proach a female at a 
show its for one 
reason, and thats 
sick. We, as men, 
need to change our 
whole outlook and 
approach towards 
females within the 

scene, growing up in an incredibly fucked 
up patriarchal society it is near impos- 
sible for us to escape our long condi- 
tioning, so it must be a continuous 
conscious effort for us to reevaluate our 
relations and actions to and with wimmin • 


I claim my life for my own 
and break the artificial chains that bind me

ZARAGOZA, SPAIN 


Zaragoza has al- 
ways had a great punk tra- 
dition. Since the first 
times with the legendary 
IV Reich, we have been 
seeing different phases of 
generational renovations 
up to our days. 

Zaragoza is con- 
sidered the 5th city of 
Spain. It is situated in the 
Northeast, between 
Barcelona and Madrid, so 
it's visited by many 
people that go to either 
city. Actually we live un- 
der the 'power' of a mayor 
from the P.P. (conserva- 
tive party), which is no- 
ticed at the time, or for example, with 
squats, because the police appear very 
quickly. 

Zaragoza is quite an active 
city. We have 2 clubs ( the CSL ) 
where they organize gigs, talks, 
etc... some alternative bars and an al- 
ternative library called Index, where 
you can find books, zines, magazines, 
etc.. There are some collectives which 
talk about very different things (ad- 
dresses, etc listed later). In the 
anarco-punk field we have two collec- 
tives. The oldest, Mala Raza, has the 
best distro of the city, and one of the 
best of Spain. They also organize gigs, 
release LP's, demos and EP's. The 
other anarco-punk collective is K.R.A.P. 
(Anarco-Punk Resistance Collective). 
This collective ( where I am ) edits a 
newsletter called "Existencia Activa" 
(active existence). It is free, so if you 
want a copy, just send an IRC to:Apdo 
/ 50080 Zaragoza / Spain (but please 
do write KRAP on the envelope). We 
have also edited two informative pam- 
phlets (boycot exploited....). We also 
organize gigs and give local bands the 
opportunity to play. There is also a 
little distro-collective called AHC, who 
have released some released some 
good bands; and in the past they re- 
leased a zine . You can contact them 
at: APDO 51 55 / 50080 Zaragoza / 
Spain. 

Here we don't have a squat, 
but in the last two months we have 


had two houses for a week each. 
Both were moved out without vio- 
lence and arrests. For two years the 
squat movement has not existed in 
our city (in the rest of the state it is 
a very active movement; especially 
in Barcelona), but it is finally being 
reborn. There is a collective that co- 
ordintaes the squatting here; La 
Asemblea De Okupas. You can con- 
tact them through the CSA Entropia. 

There are not too many 
zines here. I just sent two zines 
made here in Zaragoza ; they are: 
Rabia HC zine ( music zine, mostly 
melodic HC). You can also write to 
El Zulo / Apdo 6032 / 50080 
Zaragoza / Spain. Another zine 
which appeared a long time ago was 
the "SK8 and HC. You can write me 
and I will give them your letter be- 
cause I don't have their address here. 

There is also a guy that I do 
not know who's trying to release a 
zine: Diego Sanchez / c/ Doce De 
Octubre, 1 2-23 / 5th A / 50007 / 
Zaragoza / Spain. 

And at last, but not least, 
I've (with the help of a friend) finally 
finished the first number of my zine 
( Canaliza Tu Violencia). It will have 
interviews, articles, etc. If you want 
to appear in it , write to the address 
at the end. 

Now the bands. In recent 
times a lot of bands with good ideas 
and music are showing up. There 
are also groups that have been play- 
ing for a long time, and obviously the 
ones who appeared first are the ones

To give you an idea of how 
things are here-.Tijuana is across from San Diego. 

Here the scene is cool. We have some cool punk H.C. bands like: Diskodia, 
Miseria Humana, Plagio, Frakneo, O.D.I.O. etc. Shows are in houses, pubs, 
parkings, etc, but places for shows are so much restricted. Sometimes got 
shows in 2-3 months and we got time to see cool shows with: Batallion of 
Saints, Chaos UK, GBH, ?Exploitedc, Final Conflict, Varukers, Total Chaos, 
Dogama Mundista, Assrash, Atoxico, Coprophilia, and a lot more. Always with 
the usual problems, cops, skinheads, drunk punks, etc. 

Here in Tijuana, we got a new police force formed by members of the 
army/fuerzas especiales.

This book is the story of a group of mili- 
tant, street fighting anarchists of the Span- 
ish revolution during 1936-1939. The Friends 
of Durruti Group was a group of anarchists 
which took a stand on purist anarchist doc- 
trine and opposed the collaborationist State- 
censored policy of the CNT and FAI proper. 
The growth of the group was a consequence 
of anarchist unease with the CNT’s policy 
of compromise with the Republican gov- 
ernment. The Group was one of many in- 
formal anarchist groups formed with cer- 
tain key aims in mind. Their main focus 
was “an instinctive need to confront the 
CNT’s policy of appeasement and the ac- 
celerating process of counterrevolution.” 

This book tells their story from 
their formation, through the powerful writ- 
ings of Jaime Balius in anarchist publica- 
tions, to their handbills and propaganda, and 
their militant street fighting. It tells of their 
trials and errors, how they were misunder- 
stood, and how they were respected by 
other revolutionary groups. This was an 
uplifting an inspiring read as well as frus- 
trating to see how such a dedicated and 
purist anarchist group was sold-out and 
misunderstood.
